Well. the interest was paid for a time, but after the 
wer was over, the government found itself poor, and a 
great deal of money was needed to repair Peking and for 
other purposes. About that time a memorial was sent 
in to the throne, saying that its signers and the others who 
held the bonds felt a great sympathy for their country, 
and therefore had decided to give up their money as a 
present to the government, and they begged the: Emperor 
to declare the bonds null and void. The matter was 
brought before the board of revenue, and the proposition 
was accepted. A great number of the bondholders were 
not consulted in the sending in of that petition. Never- 
theless they lost their money, and as a result our people 
are nol anxious for government securities.” 

“I suppose the men who made the application wanted 
to acquire merit or office ſor their generosity?” 

“Very likely!” said the Minister. “Who knows?” 


Guilds and Trades Unions. 
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But you have employers’ associations to regulate me 
relations of capital and labor, have you not?” 
“Yes,” replied the Minister. “We have such associa- 
Cons, but not especially to regulate labor. Many of the 
guilds are associated with the cities. The Canton mer- 
chants of Shanghai have a club, and the Ningpo merchants 
have one. There are also unions in almost every. branch 
of trade, tea guilds, sik guilds and bankers’ guilds. Such 
associations, however, have more to do with the prices, 
ciscounts and the handling of goods than with labor mat- 
ters.” 


Hon about crganized labor? Does it exist in China?” 

“We are not so advanced as you in that respect,” re- 
plied the Minister. “There are many local labor orgamni- 
zations, bul they are more like mutual life, sickness and 
accident insurance Companies than your trades unions. 
ed. we have but few unions devoted to regulating 
hours and wages. There may be some at the treaty ports 
connected with the large factories. At Shanghai, for m- 
Fance, the river for five miles is now lined with silk mills 
and cotton factories. There labor is somewhat organized, 
notwithstanding most of the employés are girls. They are 
always ready to strike, and do so hen, Mey think they are 
imposed upon. As factories increase in China, } suppose 
cur labor will become organized and we shall have our 
union; and walking delegates.” 

“How about labor on the railroads?” g 

“it is not the quietest in the world,” replied the Chincse 
Minister. “The workmen there stake every now and then. 
Just now there is a sirike on the Hankow-Canton line 
which has stopped the construction.” 
How the Americans Lost a Gold Mine. 


“That is on the concession granted to the American syn- 
dicate. How are the Americans handling their conces- 
sion?” 

“| con't think they are handling it very well,” replied the 
Chinese Minister. n would have been a gold mine if 
they had held on to it, but | understand that they have sold 
the con‘rol of the road for a comparatively sma‘i sum to 
Belgian cap talists. That concession was a most valuable 
one. tt was given to the American syrdicate largely n te- 
turn for the great friendship which your country displayed 
toward China in the settlement of its difficulties with Ja- 
pan. Different concessions in the way of loans and other 
things were made to Russia, Germany, France and Eng- 
land. The United States was the only natiog which did not 
ask for anything and was at the same time sbou! the most 
friend to China. As a result, our people felt grateful, and 
we were giad to give your capitalists this concession with 
the au‘horization of a large loan to build the road and 
ihe privilege of having the profits of the sale of the fonds 
above ninety cents on the dollar, I can't conceive why: 
the Americans did not hold on to it. As it is now, the 
Belgians have secured one of the mos! valuable railroad 
properties of China. They have a large mtcrest in the line 
from Hankow to Peking and this extension gives them a 
great trunk line from Peking to Canton, tapping what is 
perhaps the richest agricultural and industrial district of 
the world, inhabited by several hundred millicn people. 
The road will pay from the start, and | regret that the 
Americans have allowed it to slip out of their hands.” 


“Are they working on it now, Your Excellency?’ 

“Yes. Work is going on at both ends and on both 
branches. indeed when I go back home l hope to be 
able to travel from Canton to Peking by rail.’ 
Chinese-American Trade. 

“But there is plenty of money in China,” said l. hy 
do not your own people build railroads?” 

“They will do so when they understand them better. We 
have many rich and well-t6-do, and some are investing in 
banks and modern factories. Three-fourths of the shares 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank are owned by Chi- 
nese. Our people, however, are slow to adopt new invon- 
tions and new things.” 

“How about the Chinese market and American trade?” 

“Our market is an enormous one,” replied Sir Chentung 
Liang-Cheng. “We are. good spenders, and our trade will 
increase as we grow richer and as the country develops. 
h is already increasing as far as America is concerned. 
We are now taking about one-half of all the cotton cloth 
exported from the United States.” 

“Could the trade be further increased?” 


“Yes. We a have 400,000,000 people, and almoi all wear 
cotton, winter and summer. in the future there will be a 
great demand for woolen goods, for they will take the 
place of much of the padded cotton now worn. There is 
also an increase im the use of Amorican foodstuifs and

The Chinese Expulsion Law. 

The conversation here turned to the Chinese in Amer. 
ica, and | asked the Minister what he thought of our law 
as to the immigration of Chinese. 

“| have but little objection to the law,” said he. “But | 
do not like the spirit or manner in which it is executed 
The law was madc to exclude only Chinese laboring mer 
from the United States, but it has been so construed as to 
keep out all Chinese, whether they come on business o 
on pleasure, as merchants, sightseers or students. I don 
believe your government ever intended this, and i blame 
the treatment which our nation receives from the polit. 
cians, who wish to curry favor thereby with the laboring 
classes and mak capital with them.” 

“Why, look at it,” the Chinese Minister went on. “It i: 
almost impossible for one of our boys to come fo the 
United States for an education. Take the case of. Mr, 
Tong, a relative of Tong, the graduate of Yale College 
whom you met in China some years ago. Young Tong’: 
father is rich and he wanted his boy to come here tc 
study. He took oul the proper papers and sent him to 
San Francisco. When he arrived there the officers asked 
him what he wanted to do in the United States. He re- 
plied that he was anxious to learn English. They old him 
that there were colleges that taught English in China and 
he could go back there and study the language. They re- 
fused te let him lend. He hired an attorney and broughi 
the matter before the cours. He spent more than $3004 
in lawyers’ fees and in going back and forth from China 
to the United States, but in the end they kept him out. 

“Now his younger brother is here and in college. He 
came, with nine other Chinese boys, with me when | wat 
sent here as Minister. He got in under the shadow of the 
legation, but he had a perfect right, under the treaty ana 


the law, to come in, and his brother should also have 


been admitted. | know of many other instances whero 
our boys who have wanted to study here have been kept 
out. Such things are contrary to the spirit of international 
friendship which exists between your nation and ours, and 
they are contrary to the best interests of the two nations. 

“The same policy is adopted as to merchants and busi- 
ness men who are kept out on similar pretexts. The pres- 
ent treaty, under which these acts are performed, will ex- 
pire this year. In making a new one | hope to have the 
matter remedied. If it cannot be remedied there is no 


use of putting any clause as to the admission of my peo 


ple in the treaty, and if so | shail not advocate it.”

“How about the Chinese in the Philippines and Ha- 
wali?” 

“That is a business proposition for the United States tu 
settle,” replied the Chinese Minister. “| don’t believe you 
can run your Pacific islands successfully without Chinese 
labor, and that is the belief of your abiest men who have 
investigated the situation. | came to this country with Mr. 
ide, one of your commissioners. He told me that he 

t the Chinese were a necessity to the prosperity of 
the Philippines.” 

“What is the new board of commerce, of which Wu Ting 
Fang is the head, doing?” | asked. 

“it is trying.to push Chinese trade @verywhere,” replicd 
Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng. “! was anxious to further it in 
the United States, and | had written a memorial to the 
Emperor asking him to send me a commercial attaché, 


but before my letter got to China | received one from me 


board of commerce asking me to have our consular offi- 
cers report on all matters relating to our American trade, 
and directing them to further that trade in every possible 
way. 

“Do you send much to the United States?” | asked. 

“Yes,” replied the Minister. “We have now about 70,- 
000 people here, and they all use Chinese goods. They 
want rice from China, shoes from China; they. like Chi- 
nese cloths, Chinese tea and many other things Chinese. 
This trade has fallen off since the expulsion act was put in 
force, for we then had almost twice as many Chinese as 
we have now. Our merchants would like to see that trado 
increased, and they are also anxious to multiply their busi- 
ness connections in other ways. 

“At present | do not think we are at all treated fairly, but 
just now we have had difficu‘ties with other nations, and 
we are in no shape to ins d upon our international rights, 
| hope that the day will come when we shall be able not 
only to demand them, bul that in such a way that all the

IMA (Peru) Feb. 6—This place is noted for pretiy 
women, its scenic railway, and its fleas. The per- 
son who runs away from Guayaquil to escape the 

mosquitoes, comes on to Lima only to encounter fleas. . 
is merely another case of leaping from the frying pan into 
iho fire. A stranger n Lima causes great exci'ement 
among the fleas. During the first few hours they explore 
his person so thoroughly that they leave tracks all over 
him. if the newcomer ventures on the street, he is be- 
neged by another kind of pest—the vender of lottery tick- 
tts. Lima is as lottery-riddem as it is flea-ridden. Every 
ame you pay your fare on the mule car you ge! a lottery 
licket for change. 

\ Wonderful Railroad. 


The railroad that climbs up the steep Andes from Lima 
ts indeed a wonder. Ht cod more money than it will eve: 
carn. it is known as the “Folly of Meiggs,” that being the 
name of the plunger who put it through. tls construction 
cost sO many millions that it broke the government! of 
Peru, and pul the country’s paper money in the gutter. 
There are no bank notes in circulation here. The people 
have no faih in money tha! will not rattle. You cannot! 


On 
one job a2 contractor used about $80,000 worth of powder 
in blasting.

Rezanof was enamored of the coun ry. He unfolded 
to Baranof a threefold scheme. First, he would establish 
a regular trade between Califomia and Alaska; second, he 
wouid found an agricultural settiement on the Califomian 
Coast just north of San Francisco Bay, introducing Chinese 
laborers to do the farming. This colony would serve nol 
only to raise products for the northem setilemenis, but also 
as a trading post for the benefit of the Californians. Third, 
he would locate a colony at the mouth of the Columbia 
River and send down offshoots to the south, until finally | 
they could wrest California from the crown of Spain. in 
a letter to the company, marked “secret,” he also ex- 
presses these ideas. His un'imely death only saved the 
coast. He had great influence at court, and with his en- 
thusiasm and his perseverance, there is little doubt that 
he would have accomplished his purpose, for at that time 
neither Great Brilain nor the United States had a setile- 
ment on the Pacific. 

Baranof was impressed with Rezanof’s plans. He dh 


patched several exploring parties, one after the other, to 
find a suitable site for the California settlement. Finally 
in 1811, the territory from Bodega Bay to Fort Ros: was 
purchased from the Indians for “3 bilanket:, 3 pair 


breeches, 2 axes, 3 hoes, and some beads.” tn the fol- 
lowing year, the colony came down, ninety-five Russians, 
including twen'y-five mechanics, and cighty Aleuls. The 
latter were sent to hunt otter, while the former hewed the 
redwoods for buildings. When all the timbers were ready, 
the Aleuts were recalled and the whole company fel! to 
erecting buildings. They were put up on a table land near 
‘he Pacific, wih a stream flowing to the soutn and red- 
wood forests creeping up the steep hills at their Dack. 
Across the s'ream is a sandstone cliff, and from this was 
placed ig the Governor's residence one of the mos! pic- 
luresque grey chimneys now in the State, The buildings 
for the Russians were grouped in a quadrangle, with a bas- 
tion on the southwest and northeast comers. On Sep- 
tember 10, 1812, the quadrangle was completed, and dedi- 
cated with great festivities. i was named Ross, from the 
root of the word Russia. 


Ou'side the quadrangie the Aleuts built their huts. Up 
on the hillside was planted an orchard, whose trees stil! 
yield delicious apples. At Bodega Bay were a warehouse 
and an agricultural station, and near the Russian River 


was another farm. A station was placed on the Faralions 
to gather sealskins and gull eggs and to dry seal and gull 
meat for the northern colonies. These were all established 
in 1812, and during their thirty years’ residence the Rus- 
sians made very little addition to their possessiogs. 

The agricultural station was a failure from the start, as 
neither Russian mor Aleut knew how to farm, and Baranof 
had not been able to secure the Chinese laborers. The 
sea otters on the coast were soon destroyed. Then the 
colony feil to manufacturing all sorts of articles of leather, 
iron and wood, for their less enterprising neighbors. They 
built four vessels which carried the coasting trade for many 
years. They hewed timbers and made tiles for both the 
Sandwich Isiands and Sika. They were really the first pro- 
moters of Califomian commerce with forcign countries. 
This they carried on im utter disregard of Spanish ana 
Mexican tariff regulations. 

The Californians personally were friendly, but the chief

to any European power. They spoke of their colony on 
the “coast of New Albion,” so as to disclaim any right of 
Spain to land north of San Francisco Bay. During the war 
between Spain and her American colonies, the Russians in 
California boldly dated that they could hold the territory, 
as Spam had never considered them intruders or she 
would have notified them of the fact. They probably 
hoped for a cession from Span, to imjure the rebellious 
American children. 


When Mexico declared herself a republic, she intimated 
to the Russian American Company that if the Czar would 
acknowledge her sovereignty she would grant them a por- 
tion of California. Baron Wrangell, then the Russian Gov- ’ 
ernor in America, petitioned the Czar to recognize her, 
that his subjects might gain this privilege. His Imperial 
Majesty refused. Then Mexico became indignant and de- 
clined to have any further dealings with the officials of the 
company, as they were merely a commercial organization, 
withou! open diplomatic recognition. She ordered Califor- 
nia to drive the intruders out, but the army of our Stale 
was missing. However, commercialism soon solved the dif- 
ficulty. 

Under Mexican lew, foreign vessels were allowed to 
trade on the coast by paying high duties. Yankee ships 
flocked to the Slate and sold their wares cheaper than the 
Russians could possibly do. Then this new market for Call- 
fornia products—for there was little specie on the coas', 
and hides and taliow and grain were currency—talsed their 
price, and the Russians lost on both sides. Realizing tha! 
they would never receive the cession of the Sacramento 
Valley for which they had hoped, they decided in 1640 to 
abandon this expensive experiment in colonization. They 
petitioned the Czar for permission to leave Fort Ross, as 
it “was of no strategic value.” Upon receiving permission, 
they looked around for a buyer for their improvements. 

First, they offered their Fort Ross settlement to the Hud - 
son Bay Company for $30,000. After deliberation, Chief 
Factor McLouglilin refused, so as to avoid trouble both 
with California and with the United States, which was now 
getting a solid claim to the Oregon country. Nad he ac- 
cepted, the British flag might now be our standard. The 
property was offered in vain to several Californians, but 
finafly, in December, 1841, was sold o John Sutter for the 
proposed price on a credit of four years. 


in the spring of 1842, the Russian colony of about a hun- 
dred men and women set sail for Sitka. In spite of chi- 
mate, they had no regrets in leaving this land which they 
had occupied only on sufferance. They dreamed not 
what the near future was to disclose nor what Russia was 


So Russia lost he: colony south of 54 deg. 40 mi., e 
line drawn beiween her possessions and those of the 
United States and of Great Britain by the treaties of 1824 
and 1825. The territory north of that line, Alaska, she pro- 
tected until 1867, when she sold it to us for $7,200,000. She 
might have parted with it sooner had mot our Civil War 
interfered with the bargain. As carly as 1859, Senator 
Gwin of California was negotiating with the Russian Min- 
ister at Washington, with Buchanan's approval. Then the 
sum of $5,000,000 was offered by the United States, but our 
domestic troubles ended the canference. in 1867, there 
seemed a likeiihood of the Hudson Bay Company's gel- 
ting Alaska. The Russian American Company favored a 
lease with them, but they delayed their answer. Senator 
Cole of California induced the Russian Minister, Baron de 
Stoecki, to secure the sale to us, and on March 30, 1867, 
at 4 o'clock in the morning, the treaty giving us posses- 
sion was signed by the representatives of the two govern- 
ments. Had the Hudson Bay Company been more prompt 
in action, the history of the northwest coast might be a 
different book.

IMPRESSIONS OF ST. PETERSBURG 
IN WINTER ON A FOREIGNER. 


From the London Expre: s. 


T. PETERSBURG, January, 1904.—St. Petersburg in 
S Ne most picturesque capital in Europe, 
and it is the least patronized by forcigners. 

in the summer, when the city wears an uninteresting 
cosmopolitan appearance, English and American lourists 
come in swarms, and'get shaken to pieces in the Russian 
drouskies as they rattle over the rough roads, which are 
paved with cobbles shaped like petrified sheeps’ kidneys. 

When St. Petersburg receives her annual covesing of 
snow and ice, the wheeled carriages are replaced by 
sicighs, with jingling bells and spirited horses, which skim 
noiselessly over the while roads at terrific speed. 

The broad flowing Neva is frozen three or four feet 
thick, and electric cars convey passengers across for the 
sum of five copecks, or one penny. 

Peasants, on rough-looking skates, push huge chairs 
over the ice on runmers at a good speed for twopence, 
from one side to the other, a distance of three-quarters 
ofa mile, 

The city itself is full of quant contrasts. Homely-look- 
ing women sit on the benches in the public parks up to 
their knees in snow, knitting, with their children playing 
round them; while tall, stern-looking Russians, enveloped 
with furs and whiskers, stalk gloomily past. 

The first things which strike the stranger are the uni- 
versal politeness of the people and the absence of mer- 
riment of any kind. Russians have no sense of humor, 
and they seldom smile. 

On entering a shop or an office, a man takes off his 
cap, and does not pul u on again until he gets outside. 
At the hotels, servants wait by the door to help visitors 
to take their coats and overshoes off. 

There is a vasi gulf between servants and employers, 
which is never bridged over. To do anything for oneself 
in Russia is likely to entail disrespect from the lower 
classes. A Russian gentieman will wait five minutes for 
a man to come and take his coat off or to unlock the 
door of his bedroom. 


Fat Sleigh Drivers. 


The sleigh drivers of the first class are picturesque- 
looking men, and the majority of them are fal enough 
to make the Lord Mayor's coachman weep with envy. 
The ordinary tariff in St. Petersburg is twenty copecks, 
or fourpence, for fifteen minutes’ drive; but with the best 
sicighs this does not count, and a bargain has to be made. 

Men driving fast horses take the center of the road 
and vie with cach other in speed. The shafts of the 
sicighs project on each side of the horse’s head, and 
have a big round knob at the end. This acts like a buffer 
and kmocks the unwary wayfarer out of the road, and 
enables tim to be quietly run over by another sicigh 
passing on the side. 

No one knows when the Emperor is going to drive oul 
except the Chief of Police, and he is as communicative 
as an oyster on the subject. Suddenty there is a cessa-" 
tion of traffic im the crowded streets, hats are raised, and 
the Czar dashes past in a sicigh drawn by two magnifi- 
cent black horses, with a Cossack standing at his back 
to shield him from danger. 

Aimost before one can realize it, the royal sleigh, with 
the pale biue cloths flying in the air, has gone out of 
sight and the traffic is resumed. Troops are never turned 
out to escort the Emperor except on the occasion of 
great functions. As a rule, he goes without parade of any 
kind. 

There are no public-houses or cafés in Russia, but 
there is a good deal of drunkenness. The selling of wines 
and girits is a government monopoly. Peasants and 
working men can get a bottle of vodka for sevenpence, 
and take it out into the street to drink or take it home. 
Vodka is a pure alcohol, distilled from corn or barley, 
generally, and tastes like weak gim and quinine. There 
are a certain number of restaurants where liquors can 
be obtained, but it is necessary to order food with them. 


Devout Russia. 


S', Petersburg has numbers of very handsome churches 
which contain valuable paintings and mosaics, set with 
precious „ches, worth millions of roubles. 

The Russians a5 a race pray more pubiicly than any 
other people in the world, not excepting the Moham- 
medans. Shrines are erected all over the city, and the 
devout Russian pauses to utter a prayer al one shrine, 
and then looks across the street to pray to another one 
on the oer side. The coldest weather does not make 
the slightest difference in that respect to men or women. 
They always pray, but seldom wash. f 

Russian cooking is rather indifferent, and the best res- 
taurants have French chefs. They are frightfully expen- 
sive, but the wealthy Russian spends his money, and 
thinks nothing of paying thirty shillings for a short drive 
in a troika (tree horses abreast, the two outside galloping 
and the center horse trotting.) 

The best part of the dinner generally is the bors d'ocu- 
vres, or zakouskis, as they are called. They consist of a 
number of small appetizing dishes, caviar, smoked sal- 
mon, smoked sturgeon, pickled mushrooms, herring sal- 
ads, Russian sardines, and a variety of other things. The 
attendant hands each customer a small plate and a fork. 
You pay 35 copeks (d.) for a glass of vodka, and eal as 
much as you like.

St. Petersburg at once for Archangel in the far north 
on the White Sea, and sojourned there for five years. 
Accordingly, the young advocate packed up at once and 
tarried not on his departure. 

The Chief of Police governs the city with an iron hand 
shod with the soflest veivet. k 4s easy enough to get 
into Russia, but the difficulty is to get out. No one, either 
Russian or foreigner, can cross the frontier withoul a per- 
mit from the Chief Police in the city he has last been 
slaying in. Al the frontier station, Eydtkunen, 
the train stops forty-five minutes to give the passengeis 
ume to think whether they really wish to enter Russia 
or mot. 

Then the train goes slowly on a few hundred yards, 
crosses a small river, where the German and Russian sen- 
tries face each other on opposite banks, and enters the 
frontier station, Wirbalien. 

All passengers alight and wak into the customhouse. 
Their passports are taken from them at the door. The 
examination of baggage is perhaps the strictest in Europe. 

It is opened im the presence of three or four persons, 
and there is no tipping. After all the passports have been 
duly entered and rigidly scrutinized, they are handed to 
the officers, who call out the names of the holders. 

In answer to the call the passenger opens his baggage, 
and after it has been passed he is handed a pink ticket 
which entities him to his passport al the door. Russians 
have to gel their passporls renewed every six months or 
pay a fine. 

A Jew from Berlin who was on thé train with us had 
to pay a fine of £15 because: his passport was out of 
date. On arrival at a holei in a Russian city the for- 
eigner hands over his passport to 3 who sends 
it at once to the police for no iſica On leaving, it 
is re‘urned to the traveler. 

Foreigners are treated very politely everywhere in Rus- 
sia, and are not followed by spies or interfered with in 
any way unless they speak loudly in public places as to 
the doings of the Car, the Church, or the government. 

In that case they are politely but firmly requested to 
depart at once, and recommended not to leave their 
hotel until the train darts. A slip of paper is handed to 
them by the police, and their passport is given them al 
the Russian frontier by a stranger. He has been on the 
train all the time, but out of sight. 

Winter is the gayest time in St. Petersburg, when the 
theaters, operas and all kinds of amusemen's are im full 
swing. Skating rinks are formed on the smaller streams 
which run through the city by sinking cut-down old boats 
in the water and letting it freeze over. 

There is then no danger of drowning if the ice gives 


way. in St. Petersburg everyone rides, and the peopie, 
especially the women, are inclined to embonpoint and 
laziness. To walk is to run the risk of getting heart trouble. 
The cold weather is dry and agreeable. 

Like Home. 

This year the winter in St. Petersburg has been very 
changeable, bitter cold one day, snowstorm the next, and 
followed by mild, bright sunshine. 

On Friday, January 15, it rained all day in St. Peters- 
burg, and an Englishman, who came all the way 
London to have some good skating, burst into tears

turned face. K made him feel homesick. 

in Russia it is considered very bad form to c 
umbrella, no matter what happens. The people wear 
their furs without regard to the thermometer. 

The hotels, restaurants and private houses have double 
windows packed with cotlon wool, and double doors. 
The rooms are all kept heated, night and day. There 
are men specially employed to keep out fresh air, even 
through a keyhole. 

The bright uniform of the military and naval officers, 
and the picturesque costumes of the peasants give color 
and life to the streets. 

The danvers of visiting Russia have been greatly en- 
aggerated by tourists, and there is mo country where me 
stranger is more hospiably received and entertained. 

It is a very dear country to live in for foreigners. The 
Russian rouble is worth about . 11-2d. in English, and 
goes about as far as a shilling in London.

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Italian Opera at Home. 


A BONNETED AND RrerLrss House. 
REVERSAL OF AMERICAN Ways. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


LORENCE (Maly) Feb. 21.—in these Wagnerian days, 


one seldom hears opera ouside its mative 


and. Perhaps the classic hours with Siegfried or the 
Valkyrie would be too great a strain upon this volatile 
people. Certain i! issthat opera-going here is more a o- 
cial function than an intellectual effort. The Italians know 


every ‘note, and cam hum their opera through, from end 


to end. it matters iittie whe her they listen or not, and 
they generally do not trouble to pay altention. An opera 
must be very effective and wonderfully staged to hold 
these irrepressible people. First nights are always gala 
evenings, when nobility in full glory, with blaze of dia- 
moads and rustie of gowns, appears in the boxes. 

The Queen's bir tiday is also a marked event. Elena 
is very popular with her’ people, and all day the dul 
Streets were bright with the bunting of every nation, and 
that evening the gay world repaired to the Royal Theater 
Pergola, to hear again the old story of impassioned love, 
in Verdi's Otello.“ A rather frisky African, in red kilts 
and gold chains, flourished about the stage, and after 
the smothering scene, he rolled from the bed with a back- 
ward tumble that sadly endangered his vertebral colunin. 
But his tenor was deligh:ful, when one could forge! the 
whites of his eyes and the surrounding gaiéty was a com- 
fort to the most critical.

in general, nothing could be worse managed than the 
Italian theater. Except in the case of stars like Duse, tick- 
ets are not sold earlier than a day before the performance. 
A play is not announced more than two days in advance, 
though special a.tiactions are billed “quanto prima,” and 


at the box office we have the same information “in e 


near fulure.” Advertisements are very obscurely posted, 
no one ever knows surely when the good things will come, 
and inquirimg a few days later, we learn that they have 
already been given! The buying of a ticket is a mystery 
to the uninitiated. Chairs and boxes have a certain price, 
which does not mciude the admission. it would scem 
that we were expected to leap to our seats through 
the roof or the keyhole, and theater-going is no! so cheap 
as it sounds when we hear simply the price of seats, whici 
at home would mean the sum total. lt is 2 gencral cus- 
tom to reserve one’s seat without buying the ingresso, and 
if at the last moment one is unable to go, the loss is wot 
so great. Or one may give away his seat, and the recipi- 
ent pays his own admission as.he enters. This 5 a novel 
half way of making a theater preseni, yet people make no 
scruple of giving a seat only, and it is the usual lalian 
method, though foreigners retain their home habit, of a 
gift in toto. The queer system has its advantages. When 
a manager has a poor house, he may hand his box keys 
to friends, saying: “Can you use a box tonight?” and the 
parties gladiy avail themselves of the privilege, and simply 
pay the entrance, which is never included. Hence there 
is a mutual gain. a mutual favor, The number in a 
box is.timited only by its capacity for squeeze! it may be 
packed as tight as it will hold. 

in the large theaters, the best boxes are owned. Prince 
Strozzi owns his box as much as he owns his palace. But 
the owner often relinquishes his key when he does not 
wish fo use the box. The theaters have no lovely galler- 
ies with easy seats. Except for the ground floor, the en- 
tire house is divided into boxes, four or five tiers deep, 
numbered from one end of the silage around the house to 
the other end of the slage, as No. 1, third row; No. 19, 
first row. The upper rows are rushed, upon admission tick- 
ets. Here the crowds pack like sardines. These boxes arc 
nothing better than black coops, quite dark except for the 
light which shines from the house, with a few pegs for 
wraps, and three hard stools which the first arrivals 
“romptly appropriate at the front, while the belated folks 
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press on one’s head, standing all the evening, to catch any 
possible view of the stage. One ‘ravels ups‘airs and down- 
stairs, through blind alleys and tortuous passages, to reach 
his landing.

Certain it is, mat with a people 
ulterly heediess over trifles, ‘these buildings would be 
death traps in a panic, and comforting it is that there 
are never any fires in these rambling old houses of so 
stone. 

On the ground floor, the parquet is fenced off, and be- 
hind the railing stand the crowds who have entered for a 
franc. The orchestra is now abandoned in the theater, 
and their place is roped in, and filled with two franc

Best parquetie seats for Zacconi are four francs, ingresso 
included. Foot stools are 10 sous extra, and nobody ever 
takes one. The seats

in town, where sardines, salmon, caviar, wih Munchen and 
Pilsener form a jolly banquet for the epicure amid dense 
smoke, long-haired artists and famed musicians. 

Hours since, the trams ceased running, and no tender- 
foot would dare suggest a cab, so we trudge off in the 


dark night, the very early morn, winding through narrow.

, Mirable if any is to be found in the pantry, but this is not 
included im the expense account. Pour this gravy round 
the meat, cover closely and place in a moderate oven. 
Allow twenty minutes for heating through and an hour for 
cach inch in thickness. As it is not a tender cut, it is to 
be made so by the long, slow cooking. Before: serving, 
Strain the gravy. 

Less than a quart of potatoes will make a good dishful 
when mashed. Beat into them salt, pepper and a quarter 
of a cupful of hol milk. 

The usual price of dried lima beans is 8 cents a pound, 
and at that rate 6 cents’ worth will be ample. Pick over, 
wash and put mem to soak the night before. They will 
need about three hours’ slow, steady cooking. During the 
last hour let the liquid on them boil down to a scant cup- 
ful. This is to be thickened with a teaspoonful of flour 
mixed with cold waler and a seasoning of salt, pepper and 
one teaspoonful of grated or scraped onion added with, 
just before taking from the fire, one teaspoonful of but- 
ler 

From the vegetable counter select a tiny but firm white 
head of cabbage. Remove the outer leaves, shred the re- 
mainder very tine with a sharp knife or a slaw cutter and 
soak for an hour in cold water.. For the dressing take one 
cupful of weak vinegar or, if very acid, use part water. 
Mix one scant tablespoonful of corn starch with one-half 
of a2 teaspoonful of salt, one-quarter of 4 tea- 
pdonful of white pepper or a dash of cayenne, 
one-half of a teaspoonful of sugar and one-quarter of a 
teasgoonful of dry mustard. Rub to a paste-with a little 
cold «citer, tur into the boiling vinegar and stir until thick, 
then cook siowiy for five minutes. Add a scant tabie- 
spoonful of bulter, stir until dissolved and pour the dress- 
ing over one well-beaten egg. This may be poured a! 
once over the cabbage (which has been drained and 
dried in a cloth) and closely covered until the siaw is 
cold; or, if the cabbage is preferre@ very crisp, the dressing 
may be chilled and served separately. 

Prunes which ere small in size, but of good flavor may 
be had at from 5 to 8 cents a pound, and one-half of 
that weight will be sufficient. Wash and soak them for 
a full twen'y-four hours, then place in a double boiler, 
cover with fresa cold water and cook slowly until tender. 
When cool enough to handle, cut each open and remove 
the stone. Soak one-quarter of a package of gelatine in 
one-quarter of a cupful of cold water. Boil down the 
juice until reduced to one cupful and a quarter. Add 
ore-half of a cupful of sugar. Bring again to the boiling 
point, add the seaked gelatine and take from the fire. 
Ayange the stoned prunes in a wetted mold or a glass 
dish. To the syrup add a few drops of vanilla and pour 
over them. Set aside to chill.

Rive specimens in the en'ire lis, and | am pleased to 
can that it will bear trimming well. No street tree should 
be planted hat u no! thrive under the terrible onsiaugh' 
of the linesman’s machete.

BOUT four years ago the deciduous trees of this section, 

especially he peach, were almoxt universally affected 
with sour sap. This is à disease sometimes and at others a 
mere condition. Where the roots stand in water sour sap 
may besome a chronic malady, affecting the whole econ- 
omy of tht tree and finally taking its life. Severe cutting 
back to reduce evaporation till the roots may form feed- 
ing fibers, dra, ag the lend where necessary and aerating 
the roots by cuilivation, may restore the trees. Frost in 
March o cary April may produce a form of sour sap by 
checking the tlow about the beginning of leaf formation. 
iThis affection is scarcely a disease, for a little time usually 
sesiores plant action, when the trees will completely re- 
coyer Hout treatment.: Culting back is advisable, where 
fhe souring process has damaged the younger wood. Look 
to the health of your i trees if we have late 
frosts. There is le danger of sour sap this season from 
standing aer. 


ACTERIOSIS of the walnut is a local diseases of the 

fruit, leaves and tender growth of the English walnut. 
Do not let your neighbor make you believe it is not a 
disease or tell you it is caused by the sting of an msect. 
Because the malady is mysterious, and difficult of treat- 
ment does not justify one in donying its existence. Con- 
sumplion, d.phiheria and-typhoid do not yield readily to 
remedies, and one of them may be imcurable. Yet the 
causes are pretty well understood. Their existence is no! 
disputed. Bacteriosis of the walnut is of a class the chief 
temedy for which is copper sulphate. Farmers have im- 
mersed their seed wheat in bluestone water for gonera- 
tions, not to make the seed better, but to destroy the 
germs in the wheat that may get into the circulation of the 
growing plant and produce smut. The germ of the wainul

Practical Application of Water. 

ROM dala im hand covering the work of eleven citrus 

fruit growers, | find they used an average of about ten 
inches of i:riga'ing water one season, wilh an average of 
cighicen inches cf winter rainfall. This was applied in an 
avercge of five irgations from May to October, runnng 
from ‘wee. to seven apphcations during the season,” Ap- 
plying the rule to this season of two inches rainfall it would 


require 90 inches of ditch water to supply the deficiency— | 


an appaiiing mergin against’ the season of 1904, 
yet mot so in reality. For it is a fact that excessive 
irrigation is me rule from abundant stream supplies, and 
ofien the quantity of water used is far more than tu 
meeded. The season from which our data was drawn is 
probably one of these. The greatest evidence we have 
of super-abundant irrigation is the fact that the lands and 
Streams lyihg below n irrigation district are becoming 
filled wt this sugplus mote abundantly each year. The 
walter supplies at the Rincon Pass, below Riverside, have 
fumed the bottom lands into tule swamps. The lands bor- 
Goering the San Gabriel River cast of Ei Monte are now 
furnishing increased supplies, both in the stream bed and 


— 


trom adjacent welis. Whatever amount of water secures 
plenty of wood growth, healthy foliage and good crops 
of fruit is sufficient, and the ques uon of how much this is 
in inches is very hard to determine. Another ciement en- 
tes into these investigations, With a rainfall of cighteen 
inches we have no means of determining how much of 
this is of summer use to the soil. We know a large propor- 
tion-of it is lost, and that the main utility of a heavy rain- 
fall lies in the replenishment of the sources of summer 
irrigation. A good precipitation § saturates the soil and 
feeds the capillaries of the soil longer than one of lighter 
degree, but it does not require 18 inches to fill the soil to 
its utmost capacity. 

Apple Valley. 

HE TIMES has done something toward the populariza- 

tion of apple culture in the south by continually pub- 
lishing items of ‘interest to those contempta'ing a trial of 
the business. But the editor has no knowledge of vast 
tracts of land in Southern California all suitable to appie 
culture. One correspondent asks if there is a tract of 80,- 
000 acres in San Bernardino county that may some.ime be 
planted to this fruit. | do not know of that much strictly 
good apple soil and situation in the whole south. There 
is a certain quantity of fine apple land near Hesperia, and 
enough imterest has developed to cause a large tract there 
to be named “Apple valley, The tract lies ten or fifteen 
miles from Vicior, and toward the Bear Valley. u is not 
in the province of this department to boom land. and | 
can only speak generally for an investigation of the moun- 
tawous lands of this part of the State for apple-growing. 

Without attomPting to designate localities most suitable 
to apple-growing, there are a few points so weil known 
as to become imperative in the selection of soils and situ- 
ations for dus business. Near the coast the apple succeeds 
well from the northern to the southern limits of the Sipie 
as far as location goes. A certain characteristic of good 
apple land near the ocean is not good in a hol, inland 
valley. This may be modified by the statement thal a few 
early varieties may do fairly well in low, inland sections. 
But win'er varieties mever. Al a sufficient elevation, say 
not lower than 2000 feet, this fruit is most productive and 
profitable. Where winter Jempera ure is midest the apple 
will bear second and even third crops, making fruit of no 
value and yet detrimental to the regular crop. Second- 
crop grapes are of much value, but the exposure, eleva: 
tion of temperature of the apple must be such that there 
may be no tendency to winter growth or adventitious

The primary object of the National Irrigation Act 
is the opening of farms in the arid territory. The incentive 
to capital to the undertaking of the vast Imperial enter- 
prise was the farm unit, and no progress whatever was 
made in this vast achievement till the farmer became in- 
terested and contracted im large numbers to possess him- 
self of the land for actual farming operations. With the 
same end in view, it does not matter so much whether the 
government, a number of mutual irrigation districts te- 
deem the land from arid conditions, for the dual enter- 
prise of small farmers and the California Development 
Company depends together upon the working out of agri- 
cultural achievements of the district. Morally, as well as 
legally, the government is obliged to foster and if neces- 
sary to protect the work of its people in this great under- 
taking. in addition to this the National government ha» 
enough to tax its entire resources for the next 100 years in 

reclaiming other territories where the utmost enterprise o 

the people acting in their privaie capacity coufd never 

prevail. One does not have to be the less a friend of na- 
tional! irrigation to sustain the work of thousands of farm- 
ers acting where they can upon their own responsibility. 


War and Potatoes. 

HE farmers have the idea that potatoes will be in de- 

mand along the Yalu for many months to come, and 
some oi them have been skirmishimg frantically for seed 
potatoes for several days. One of them tried the never- 
failing peat lands last week driving all day in search of 
seed, but finding none. The late rains have set the po- 
tato growers to planning for a large crop, expecting more 
rain. Some of them are prepared for a successful season 
without further precipitation, the late rains having put the 
ground into fine plowing condition, and if they can suc- 
ceed in running down a few tons of kKartoffein for seed, 
Cossack and Japanese will not have to forage altogether 
from the fortressed gardens of Mukden or the sterile 
steppes of Tsi-tsi-har.

The following direc- 
tions from the American Agriculturis! should be pre- 


“Capons are in most demand after the holiday season 
and until well along into the fate spring and early sum- 
mer. A capon does not reach its prime until nearly 
matured, which requires from nine to twelve months. 
A young, immature capon is no better than a cockerel 
and will not bring any more money. Medium-sized ca- 
demand. The large ones, ten pounds of above, are 
to hotels or restaurants at a lower price. 

“They are fed for market much the same as other 
poultry. Capons are naturally quiet and will not run 
their flesh off, even if given full liberty. it is best, how- 


feed abundantly on fattening and growing feeds. Equal 
parts of ground oats or barley and corn meal mixed, 
if possible, with skim milk, makes a splendid ration. Give 
them all of this they will eat, three times a day. 


and pick dry. Feathers should be left for about two 
inches around the head, and on the neck, half way down 
the legs, on the wings and tail. After cooling they are 
ready to pack in clean boxes holding 12, 24 or 36. if 
shipped to commission dealers.”

and these improved methods in turn are na'urally due 
te the superior educational advantages of the United 
States. 

“More startling, however, is the great difference in effi- 
ciency between California operators and those of East- 
ern and European sections. For example, the value of 
the average gross maoufactured product of California, 
per worker, is $3228, and of Connecticut $1997. These 
figures show the Connecticut operator to be nearly $100 
in efticiency above the average of the whole Union, while 
the Califomia cpcrator has to his credit in efficiency the 
almost incredible amount of $1428, or one and three- 
fourth times ‘he average of the who'e Union, and nearly 
seven times that of the English worker. 

“li would be well, however, to particularize by com- 
paring the found:y and machine-shop production of an 
old and established industry of Bridgeport, Ct, widely 
known as a manufacturing city, with that of Los Angeles, 
famous as a health resort. 

“This comparison, though it may appear ridiculous in 
the ex'reme, owing to the amusingly absurd equipments 
of Los Amgeles as compared to those of Bridgeport, will, 
however, suffice to shew that the efficiency of California 
workers over those of the East must be due to climatic 
advantages. 

“The census returns show that there were 31 establish- 
ments in Bridgcport, with an invested capital of 2.319. 
172, and a value of products of $2,412,796, produced by 
1540 wage earncrs, whose total wages were $832,534. In 
Los Angeles ther: were 34 _ establishments, with an Invested 
capital of $1,021,034, and a value of products of $1,545,- 
406, produced by 552 wage earners, whose total wages 
were $359,920. The average investment per establishment 
was, respectiveiy, $74,812 for Bridgeport, and $30,030 for 
Los Angeles, which shows an average of nearly two and 
one-half times as much invested in Bridgeport establis'- 
ments. 

“The investment in buildings in Bridgeport was $367,600, 
and in Los Angeles $51,992, an average of seven and 
three-fourths times as much invested in Bridgeport per 
establi-nment; ile the investment in land for the Bridgc- 
pott establishmcat: was $193,800, two and three-fourths 

times greater thon the investment of $76,961 in land in 

Los Angeles. 

“The net vale of the products of Bridgeport ner $1 in- 
vested in building, was $4.20, while in this city the net 
value of production was $15 per $1 invested; this differ- 
ence is due o C>'iformmia’s climate advantages; no pro- 
vision for healing, or guard against frost being required. 

“By subtracting the cost for maleriais used from the fui! 
value of products, there remains the net value produced 
by the wage carncrs; he cost of materials used in Bridge- 
bort was $876,527, leaving to the credit of the Bridgeport 
wage corners a net value of $1,536269, or $998 per 
worker; the cost of materiais used in this city was $770,- 
371, leaving to the credit of the local wage earners a 
net value of $775,035. or $1401 per worker, a production 
of 40 per cont. more ‘an the Bridgeport worker. This 
shows that the Bridgeport establishments, with work- 
ers, could have p:oduced toieir product, in this city with 
a sav_ng and efficiency of $251,118, which, when taken to- 
gether with interes! and taxes on the difference of cow 
of land and buildings, and the saving cf fuci of $36,716, 
represents over 13 per cent. of the total capital of the 

- Bridgeport establishments, one-half of which would pay 
me freight to any section of the Union.

“The population of Bridgeport, according o the census 
of 1900, was 70,996, and the total number of wage ecarn- 
ers 19,031.

Cotton in New Mexico. 0 


HE following is from the Carlsbad (N. M.) Argus: 
“Notwithstanding the conditions of last yeat, when, 
cwing to factors that were little less than phenomenal, 
and which can never occur again, the chief result of 
which was shortage of water at critical times, there will 
be nearly two thousand acres of cotton planted in the 
vicinity of Carlsbad this spring. — 

“At this time the acreage is fixed by S. A. Ramsey, 
president of the Ramsey Gmnirg Company, at 1700, and 
it is more than likely that the acreage will reach 2000 
by the time ‘ye ground is ready for the seed. 

“Last year cotton was an experiment here, and while 
to a certain extent the crop was not up to expectations, 
enough was learned to convince the pioneers that the 
staple could be successfully raised dy irrigation, and thal 
it the seed were gotten in early enough to make the 
season as long possible, a most satisfactory yield could 
be expected on the rich, sandy soils of the county. Oa 
one tract last year the Ramsey-Brady Company raised 
a bale and a half to the acre, and while it is no! claimed 
thal this average can be mantaned, it is Mrought that 
a bale straight through will be safe calculation, as soon 
as ‘he farmers have learned the rudiments in the cullti- 
vation of the plant. Mr. Ramsey, who is an old pianter, 
was the adviser for the whole community, arranging for 
the seed, running the gin and generally advising the 
farmers, bel eve, that the crop the coming year may be 
conservatively estimated at 1500 bales, and according to 
the reports of the mill men, the quality is equal to that 
cf cotton grown in any part of the South, surpassing that 
of many locatities which have for years been in success- 
ful production. 

All of last year’s planting, and of this year, will be of 
the standard var.eties, though experiments are in progress 
looking toward the growth of long staple and Egyptian 
cotton. Small tracts were pla ted m these fancy varie- 
ties last year, but they were golten in so late that they | 
were caught by the frost, and whi: tie pr mise was 
cxcelient, it will require this year’s work to ten whether 
it can be depended upon.

be compared with ours. There are a few excelient man 
sanatoriums, but nothing on a really extensive scale. 

An institution of this kind should stand in spacious 
grounds—not less than ten acres, and if possible twenty 
or more—so as to lessen the chance of impurities in the 
atmosphere fram any cause. it should be, preferably, 
in a dry, equable climate, near the foothills, at an ele- 
valion of at least a thousand feet above the sea. One 
of the most important requisites in such an institulion 
is an ample supply of pure, soft water, for drinking pur- 
poses. The water should be carefully analyzed before 
a beginning is made on such an institution, for, as all in- 
telligent hygienists now admit, water and air are of far 
more importance than food. 

At such an institution there should be opportunities for 
the patient to enjoy any kind of diet that may be rec- 
ommended—vegetarian, or fruitarian, or otherwise—or to 
fast for any proper length of time, amid pleasant su- 
roundings, where he will not be tempted by the smell 
of food, and will be encouraged by experienced and 
cheerful hygienic teachers. There should also be facili- 
ties for sweat baths of all kinds, including the electric 
light bath, for scientific massage and osteopathy, for 
sun baths, and other hygienic treatments that aid nature 
in restoring normal conditions to those who have dis- 
obeyed her laws. There should be am ample supply of 
fresh fruit and vegetables of all kinds. Also, there should 
be good trails and roads around the place, so that the 
patients might be encouraged to take rambles, accord- 
ing to the strength. Last, but not least, there should 
be attached to such an institution men of intelligent, 
sympathetic temperament, who are skilled in the art of 
mental healing. Encouraging suggestion, used in con- 
junction with such natural treatments as those mentioned, 
would undoubtedly result in some astonishing cures, where 
patients had been entircly given up as hopeless by the 
medical fraternity. 

Such an enterprise would cost money, but not such a 
very large amount—nothing like the amount that is in- 
vested in some of the big hotels in Southern California. 
if any readers of this department would like to interest 
themselves in such a project, the editor will pe pleased to 
hear from them, and try to get them together for a prac- 
tical move. 

Below is published a communication on this subject 
from Miss Jeanette Smith, a teacher of hygiene residing 
in Los Angeles: 

“Intelligent people are today demanding radical changes 
in medical methods and institutions. They want more 
sense and science with less sectarianism and dogma. 
Many believe that the time has come when the germ or 
principle of truth in all schools should be united. 

“Today the sick are parceled out to different narrow 
sects, cach ignorant of the others’ scope and methods. 
A sufferer must wander from one school to another, 
and it is largely a matier of chance whether he gets cal- 
omel or some ‘ism.’ 

“There should be some men broad and scientific 
enough to unite the advantages of all schools, to decide 
which particular method or methods is adapted to an 
individual case, and to see that these are intelligently ap- 
plied. 

“The fundamental principles involved in curing dis- 
Case are as simple and clear as mathematics. K is only 
because the schools are lost in a labyrinth of error that 
their systems are complicated and conflicting. 

“Educated people today are demanding  sanatoria 
where they can learn how to live, how to get more life 
and energy, and how to start the regenerative process 
upon both mental and physical planes. They have 
learned that doctoring disease does not give life. They 
have seen that with intelligent direction of the mental 
and physical forces, there is practically no limit to the 
curability of disease. 

“We need a sana'orium where the mind will receive 
more practical attention than és afforded by any pres- 
ent system, and will give a sound rational method of treat- 
ment on other planes. There is needed, especially, in- 
telligent direction in fasting, hygienic dieting, sun-bathing, 
mechanical treatment, rational therapeutics, scientific 
vital breathing, and other matters of vital importance to 
perfect health. Under a system of this kind, it has been 
proved that practically everyone can develop sound 
health, and eradicate not only so-called incurable, bul 
also inherited diseases. 

“There is absolute no necessity fog at least nine- 
tenths of our present disease and suffering. it is simply 
due to a lack of organization of the more advanced 
methods, and therefore ignorance among the people. 
The newspapers and magazines are doing much all over 
the country in the educational work, but the sick know 
not which way to turn to get more than fragmentary 
yeatment. One institution founded on clear-cut, sound 
ines, and actually carrying these ideas into effect, adapt- 
ing them to individual cases, and giving inspiration as well 
as help, would produce such results as would solve the 
question of heakth for the entire country.” 

Dr. F. W. Rayburn of the Los Angeles Institute of Sug- 
gestive Therapeutics, also sends a brief communication 
on this subject, as follows: 

“To anyone who has considered the psychological _as- 
dect of the question at all, it is very clear that environ- 
ment has much to do with the cure of disease, whatever 
he method of treatment pursued. | have found in my 
bractke that in some cases of nervous troubles and 
tindred ills, where the patients were particularly suscepti- 
% to adverse influences, the benefit derived from treat- 
nem was counteracted in a measure by home environ 
nent. Many cases which are not cured by treatment 
nder such conditions would yield readily and quickly 
vere the environment correct in all essentials. Since 
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coming to Los Angeles, this Mecca of ailing ones, each 
day has brought me to realize more the great need there 
is for a sanatorium conducted on new, and much broader 
lines than anything we have had hitherto. Most of those 
who come here secking health are obliged to go into 
hotels and boarding-houses, where none of the condi- 
lions are sulted to their needs. Such persons would cer- 
tainly welcome an opportunity to enter an institution 
where diet, baths, hygiene, exercise, fresh air, pure wa- 
ter, and proper amusement and enterlainment were care- 
fully considered, and suited to each individual require- 
ment. The very atmosphere of such a place would be’ 
full of harmony, strength and healing. Let there be osteo- 
pathic, electric, X-ray, suggestive and other natural cures, 
each patient having the treatment he desired and the staff 
deemed best. A large percentage of so-called incurable 
cases would yield to treatment under such environment, 
while those suffering from the liquor, drug or other un- 
lief. 

“! firmly believe that, properly conceived and carried 
out on broad enough lines, founded by reputable busi- 
ness men, carried on under proper managoment, and 
an efficient corps, or staff, such an institution would not 
only prove a blessing to the country at large, but a finan- 
cial success, and a source of pride to Southern Call-

Suggestion as a Means of Cure—il. 


OLLOWING is the second installment of the series of 

articles on the possibilities and limitatlons of sugges- 
tion as a means of curing disease, contributed to The | 
Times by Dr. Alexander Mcivor Tyndall, whose course of | 
weekly lectures, now being delivered in this section, is | 
attracting wide atiention among thinking people. in this 
article Dr. Tyndall discusses the much-debated question | 
of “absent treatment:” | 


“There are many persons who are willing to accept as 
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possible the therapeutic value of thought when applied di- 
rectly te a patient. But when it comes to healing at a 
distance—‘absent treatment,’ as it is called—they be- 
come incredulous. However, it is not so very many years 
ago that the theory that thought has power and force was 
received with ridicule, as well as incredulity. During my 
first visit ta this country, some fifteen years ago, a New 
York paper published an interview with me in which it 
said: ‘Among the eccentric theories voiced by this most 
eccentric man, is the conviction that thought is a force, 
having power, substance and weight. That it can be 
photographed, analyzed and employed to construct or to 
destroy.” A person who could indulge in such ‘eccentric 
theories’ naturally was deserving of ridicule, and it was 
unstimtingly given. However, | have been far more for- 
tumate than most pioneers in a new line of thought, and 
in the comparatively short time that has mewened be- 
‘ween that date and the present, | have lived to see this 
theory ‘very generally accepted by the thinking world. 
The end of the nimeteenth century opened the way to 
marvelous discoveries in the realm of mature’s finer forces 
through the immense stride made in the line of me- 
chanical and electrical inventions and discoveries. We 
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“Absent treatment—which is merely the curalive power 
of thought at a distance—has had to endure its full share 
of ridicule and persecution. Mrs. Wilmans Post was ar- 
raigned before the United States courts and found guilty 
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“However, all this is beside the question, as to what are 
the possibilities of absent treatment and what are its lim- 
itetions. if we admit its efficacy at all, we certainly have 
no right to sect limitations upon its power. And if we ad- 
mit the power of thought as a curative agent, under any of 
the various names given it, we are bound to believe in the 
efficacy of absent treatment, since thought is not circum- | 
scribed by time or space. 

“There is what may be classified in a general way as di. 
rect’ absent treatment, and ‘indirect’ absent treatment. 
For example, a healer—whether he be a mental Christian. 
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or suggestion science healer—has a patient to whom he 
is giving treatment regularly. He becomes thorougnly ac- 
quainted with the character, temperament and habits of 
his patient. in fact, patient and healer are en rappori, 
so that the healer may at amy time sense the thought at- 
mosphere of his patient. A time is arranged for, and the

From what | read, | understand sugar to be one of the 
forbidden articles. | eat a considerable quantity of dates 
and dried figs, end would like to ask you if sugar in this 
form is injuriou:— l have not tried it long enough to be 
able to give my experience, but would like to know that 
am starting out right. | 
“I think it would be a good idea and very pleasing to 
many of your readers if you would lay out a regular 
course of diet along these lines. I have tried the vegeta- 
rian dict as served in the vegetarian res'aurants, but have 
found it does not agree with me, probably because one 
gets too much starch.” 

The sugar that is to be avoided is the oxydized, manu- 
factured cane sugar, as turned out from sugar factories, 
an unnatural product, and undoubtedly productive ol 
many digestive troubles such as heartburn, acidity, etc. 
The natural fruit sugar, as found in fruits, and in some veg- 
etables, is quite a different thing, and is wholesome. It is. 
however, not advisable to eat large quantities of the dried 
fruit, as that carries the sugar in a condensed form. Fresh 
fruit is better, 

Scarcely a week elapses that The Times, in this depart- 
ment, does not give suggestions in regard to dict. It is 
neither practicable nor desirable to constantly repeat these 
statements. Readers who go through this department care- 
fully every week, and file it away for reference, with an 
index, will gradually secure a valuable encyclopedja of 
hygiene. 

The ideal diet of man is undoubtedly fresh fruit and 
nuts, and the nearer the correspondent can bring himself 
to such a diet the better he will thrive. That Is to say, 
provided he pays due attention to other hygienic rules, for 
a man may eat a perfect dict and be very umhealthy. As 
The Times has said, air and water are far more important 
than food, although the latter Is important enough. 

The correspondent also asks: “What is a good combi- 
nation with nuls, to render them digestible.” Nuts that 
are not rancid are digestible, provided they are mor- 
oughly masticated, until they are transformed info a pulp: 
The reason why many people find nuts indigestible is be- 
cause they usually take them at the ond of a big meal. 
when they have already taken two or three times as much 
as is proper. it is well to remove the thin skin from the 
nut. which may be done by pouring boiling water over 
them, and allowing them to soak, then rubbing. in te- 
ferring to nuts In this department, such nuts are included 
as walnuts, filberts, almonds, pecans, pifiones, Brazil nuts 
and cocoanuts. The peanut is not a true nut, but a root, 
something like a sweet potato. Moreover, it is mot pal- 
atable unless cooked. The chestnut contains a large per- 
centage of starch, and is therefore not desirable. An ap- 
petizing combination to take with nuts is dried fruits, for 
instance such as figs, dates or prunes. In Turkey they 
make a palalaole “cheese” of pressed figs and almonds. 


Frequency of Meals. 
ECENTLY there was published in this department a 
statement of an Eastern athlete, who declared that he 

needed and benefiled by five meals a day. On the other 

hand, there was published an account of an elderly Santa 

Ana woman, who enjoys vigorous health on six meals a 

week. From a hygienic standpoint, the truth is undoubt- 

edly on the side of the six-meal-a-week plan, rather than 
the 35-mea! idea. The fact is that people may easily ac- 

custom themselves to cating five, or even fifleen times a 

day. in fact, some people have a habit of nibbling all 

the time, and when they can't get anything to eat, they 
chew gum. This is an indication of inflamed stomach and 
nerves, not of hunger. The “all-gone” feeling that some 
people complain of, when not chewing, is not a sign that 
food is needed, but thal the stomach needs an entire rest, 
in the shape of a long fast, and a good internal washing 
with distilled water.

Great Consumers of Alcohol. 


N the course of the trial of a celebrated case in Los An- 

geles, in which a prominent citizen is accused of shoot- 
ing his wife, the defense, in attempting to prove that their 
cHent is insane, submitted evidence that he had been in the 
habit of drinking a pint of whisky daily, for fifteen years. 
There are probably more than a thousand men in the 
State of Califomia who avetage more than this amount of 
alcoholic spirits every day in the year, and yet are sel- 
dom actually drunk, alhough, of course, on the other 
hand, they are rarely completely sober. in the case of a 
man who never uses alcohol, one-tenth of that amount 
would be sufficient to produce intoxication. 

‘This is another evidence of how wonderfully the human 
body can accommodate itself to unnatural conditions. 
Otherwise, the human race would have been wiped out of 
existence long ago, for most of us drink more or less poi- 


ture never intended for human consumption, and cat ‘wo 
or three times as much as nature calls for. We smoke a 
filthy and poisonous weed, and do many other things that 
we ought not to do, while leaving undone so many other 
things that we should do. It is a well-known story how De 
Quincy, the celebrated author of “Confessions of an 
Opium Eater,” had so accustomed his system to deadly 
laudanum that he could sit at a table and drink glass after 
giass of that poisonous Compound with a friend who was 
drinking port wine. Yet, let nobody delude themscives 
with the belief that, because they are apparently immune 
to the evil effects of these errors, they may escape un- 
scathed. You cannot fool Mother Nature. She is long 
suffering, but, as The Times has previously said, she invar- 
iably exacts her full pound of flesh, in the end. You might 
as well expect to sow clover and reap wheat, as to defy 
the laws of mature and escape punishment,

That our eyes, ears and noses indicate much in character 


reading will not be questioned by any who have given it 
a thought. The color of the eye denotes much wheo it 
comes to a test of physical endurance.

This is ex 
pecially depiorable since developments in recent years 
make it possible and even easy to correct these distorted 
features without the slightest pain, and with positive 
benefit to the general health and welfare of the patient. 
If you are acquainted with a cross-eyed person, particu- 
larly a child, do a charitable act; which will be appre- 
ciated through an entire life. Exert your influence to 
relieve the unfortunate ones who may to outward ap- 
pearances be indifferent from long years of fortifying 

their feelings against constant derisive comment, but 
deep in their hearts it is the one and upper most burden 
in the life of the average cross-eyed child. 

Fe ir of an operation deters many from taking the first 
step, but the new methods now at the command of a 
competent specialist possessing’ the necessary epuip- 
ments for his work are such, that nine of every ten 
children under sixteen years of age can be entirely re- 
lieved without any manner of operation, or in any wise 
painful treatment.

CENOTAPH OF OUR CoMMON MoTHER Is LO 
CATED AT JIDDAH. 


[Chicago Record-Herald.]] Half way down the Red 
Sea, on the Arabian coast, is the port of Jiddah, where 
the pilgrims for Mecca, who come by sea, land, from 
Aden, Arabia. It is distant about sixty-five miles from 


the sacred city of the Mohammedans, has a population 


of about 20,000, an imposing and attractive appearance 
from the sea, and is surrounded by funny looking Dutch 
windmills, which pump water from the artesian basin 
under the sand. But the moment you land on the shoro 
the illusion is destroyed. The streets are narrow, dirty 
and full of all kinds of smells, while the population is 
made up of human cormorants who fatten off the pil- 
grims. Since the opening of the Suez Canal the town 
has increased considerably in importance, because it is 
so much easier for pilgrims to come by steamer from 
arts of Turkey, India and other Mohammedan coun- 
to cross the desert in caravans, which was the 
enturies.

WORD-PICTURES OF A COUNTRY SOMETIMES 
CARLED THE THRESHOLD OF RUSSIA. 


Look at your map of Europe, and find Riga on the Baltic 
' Sea. Draw a line from the dot representing it to Dresden 
in Saxony; from Dresden to the mouth of the Dniester 
River, on the Black Sea; another from the mouth of the 
Dniester to Smolensk, Russia, and a fourth from Smolensk 
back to Riga. The space enclosed by these lines was at 
one time à large and powerful nation, with a territory 
greater than that of modern Germany, and for nearly a 
century her voice was an authority. Today this nation has 
no separate existence politically, but is a part of three 
grcat nations, Russia, Austria, and Germany. 
J This is, or rather was, Poland. ' 


This part of the map has an added interest for the world 


just at the present time because of the fact that it is the 
European threshold of Russia, and it is across this Polish 
threshold that the world goes to Russia, and Russ a comes 
to the world. 

With very few exceptions, all the railroads that connect 
the Czar’s empire with the rest of the world cross what was 
ai one time the republic of Poland. 

In the heart of the rugged green hills through which one 
of its rivers cuts its way toward the Black Sea stands a gi- 
gantic rock. The river flowing round both sides of it makes 
of it an island crowned by a citadel. Its Polish name 
is a hard word, as most Polish and Russian names 
are for Englit: tongues. R is Kamieniec, meaning 
“City of Rock.” This citadel had much to do with the 
fortunes of the Countess Potocka, whose face looks out a 
us from this page; bul, before we hear the story, lel us 
wander for a time over this country so little known, ard 
yet, just now, like everything else that has any connection 
with Russia, of espec'al interest. 

For three centre, the Polish kings were crowned al 
Cracow, and if you were to visit that city today they would 
show you an anc.ent fortress-castle called the Wawel. This 
is the Westminster Abbey of Poland, and for 700 years and 

more the greatest of her great dead have slumbered here. 
tt is really a collectioOn of buildings, cathedral, houses and 
courtyards, chapels and barracks, and around it all is a 
high wall with towers a! the corners. The cathedral is per- 
haps one of the richest and most magnificently decorated 
in the world. Gold, silver, precious jewels, stained giass, 
costly carving, sarc pictures, rich cloth in hangings, sculp- 
dures, and beaten metal, there it is in profusion. One of 
the tombs is thickly gilded with gold on the outside, and 
during one of the wars, this tomb was painted black, so 
that it should not be carried off. 

Like most European cities, the central square of Cratow 
is the market place. A picturesque old piace it K. In the 
very center of the square is one of the most interesting 
buildings in the city. In the early middle ages this build- 
ing was known as the Cloth Hall, because of the fact tha’ 
cloth was exhibited here. It is now used as a picture 
galicry,. a reception hall and a museum. Every Tuesday 
and Friday is market day, and here the country people 
come to sell their produce, as trey and their grandfathers 
and great, great grandmothers have done for hundreds of 
years. It is a pretty seht; the women im gay dresses, the 
fruts, flowers anc vegetables, the quacking ducks, and 
crowing roosters. 

Except on market days the old square sleeps contentedly 
In the sun, opening its eyes once in a while as the modern 
trolley car goes clanging across the market place, or listen. 
ing drowsily to the mus cal note of the trumpet call from 
the church tower. Just outside the city is the monument 
to the soldier hero, .Kosciusko. R towers nearly 400 feet 
above the level of the river, and is made of hahdfuls of 
cam brought by loving friends. The center or founda- 
tion was a small pile of earth from a balicficid, and ai! 
the nation bro mht handfuls, some from batticficlds, some 
from home grounds, until it grew to its present height. 

The churches of Cracow are very beautiful. One of 
them is gorgeous with gold, silver and precious stones. us 
walls are covered with paintings of golden angels on a 
blue background. There are some 300 of them, no two 
alike. 

What the Champs Elysee is to Paris, the Planté Is to 
Cracow. it is a fine modem boulevard extending all 
around the city, with shaded walks, beautiful flower beds, 
and fine buildings to see. «The old university, which cele- 
brated its five hundredth anniversary in 1900, fronts on this 
boulevard. Here, too, are the new university, the 
building of the Society of Fine Arts, and many fine homes. 

Another very important city of Poland is Warsaw. If 
Poland is the threshold of Russia, Warsaw is the door 
that opens from western Europe into Asia. If you will take 
your compass and draw a circle about the entire conti- 
nent of Europe, you will find that the poimt of the com- 

pass rests at Warsaw, the geographical center. 

Three-quarters of a million inhabitants, electricity, mod- 
em cars, splendid drives, fine theaters and parks—it is a 
second Paris, Everybody seems bent on amusing himself. 
Al night the streets are a blaze of light, and a whirl of life 
and gayely. What the café is to Paris, and the beer gar- 
den to Germany, the little tea and cake houses are to 
Warsaw. They line the street, and here the citizen sits and 
sips his tea and munches his cake. And what do you 
suppose you call the person of Warsaw? The Polish W is 
pronounced like the English V, and you say Varsovian, in- 
stead of trying to say Warsawian, which is surely easier if 
one could only remember. 

This city, too, has its old city market, much the same as 
it was 400 years ago. From the Royal Palace, not more 
than a stone's throw away, the last Polish king saw the ex- 

| ecution of 30,000 Poles. Near the palace is the Saxon 
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| Garden, a beautiful park, where all Warsaw goes in e 
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summer, and young Warsaw skates im the winter. Just be- 
yond the present city limits are the park and paiace of the 
famous Polish werrior king, John Sobieski, a lineal descen- 
dant of whom lives in Los Angeles at the present lime, a 
great while stone building, with statues everywhere. There 
are fine umiversities and art buildings, and it has been 
called a city of musicians : 

There are three important cities of ancient Poland, and 
the third and also the oldest is Gnesen. Wt is a quiet coun- 
try place; mat is to say, it is in the mids! of a pleasant 
country, all lakes and hills. There are some 20,000 people, 
but, unlike the gay Varsovians, they are workers. They 
weave linen, they distill brandy, and deal in horses and 
caltle. Here in the Cathedral is buried the fisst Chr Alan 
missionary to what is now Germany, who was killed by 
one of the heathen priests in 997. i 

On the way from Warsaw to Cracow is a town with a 
very hard name, and little else to interest travelers, except 
a famous church which is one of the religious rallying 
places of the world. From the very farthest limits of the 


-ancient country the people make pilgrimages to ils shrine. 
‘It means more to a Pole than St. Peter's at Rome. or ine 


Savior’s tomb at Jerusalem, and almost any summer morn- 
ing acres of peasants may be seen, as one wriler says, 
lying flat on their faces before the cliff or hill on whic 
stands this church. is an old’ fortress church, enclosed 
by a brick wall fifty feet high, pierced for cannon. 

Poland has reason to be proud of her past. Copernicus, 
the Polish astronomer, was the fist one to announce to 
the world the theory that the sun does not move around 
the earth, but the carth around the sun. 

Chopin, the great composer, Paderewski, the Reszkes, 
and Sembrich, of whom we know so well, show what Po-

in the new museum at Berlin, Germany, is a little drab- 
colored panel portrait on paper which looks as if it had 
been kept for a long time among the leaves of an artist's 
portfolio. It is a picture of almost matchless beauty. If 
the visitor turns to the catalogue, this is all that he finds: 

“Portrait of the Countess Potocka (wife of Gen. Witt.)

An Unfamiliar Story. 

No name associated with the Amer- 
ican stage is so widely known as that 
of Ada Renan, yet she has invariably 
shrunk from every form of publicity. 
Her long career at the head of Augus- 
tir. Daly’s famous stock company made 
ber famous beyond the lot of most 
ters, but in her private life she has 
moved so quietly that though the 
fame of her name still rings in Eng- 
land, France and wermany, as well as 
throughout America, the public knows 
less of her perhaps as a woman than 
of almost any other celebrity that 
might be named. 

Ada Rehan was born in Limerick, 


Ireland, at the date that proves her 


twenty years younger than Madame 
Modjeska, and exactly one decade 
younger than Mrs. Langtry. Hor 
father, a shipmaster, lost his aii in 
the wreck of a vessel and came to 
American with his wife and five daugh. 
ters when Ada was six vears of age. 
He settled in New York City, where 
the future actress was carefully rear- 
ed by a mother of unusual mentality 
and exceptional literary taste. 

Ada was the youngest daughter. 
The oldest became the wife of Oliver 
Doud Byron, a well-known actor. Dur- 
ing a school vacation, when about 
thirteen years old, Ada traveled with 
Mrs. Byron in a professional tour of 
cities and towns* adjacent to New 
York. One night in Newark, a woman 
of Byron's company playing the part 
of an old hag in one of Byron's own 
melodramas became suddenly il) and 
the youthful sister, who begged earn- 
estly for the opportunity, was powder- 
ed up and “sent on” for the part, ac- 
quitting herself creditavl) 

She was immediately returned to 
school, but her mind had caught the 
fever, and four years later she made 
her real stage debut at Macauley’s 
Theater in Louisville.

The next year Miss 
Rehan was a member of Albaugh’s 
Stock Company, of Baltimore, and 
the season folowing was made lead- 
ing woman of Albaugh’s excellent or- 
ganization at Albany, N. T.

ENCOURAGEMENT ‘AND INDIVID-

HE majority of parents are dis- 
posed to take it for granted that 
it is natural for children to do 
what they should. Therefore, if they 
do right, they are not commended. It

they do wrong, someone is ever ready 
to cfiticise unkindly, if not most 
harshly. Too often the criticism is 
also quite unjust. This is all wrong. 
Too much effort and time are spent 
in trying to correct the wrong by 
harsh means. Too little effort is 
made for the purpose of leading into 
right paths by kindly encouragement. 
Young children have no knowledge 
of what is right and what ‘s wrong. 
All they are to know upon this sub 
ject must be learned by instruction, 
or from the examples of others with 
whom they come in contact. Since 
this is so, we should not be so ready 
to accuse children of doing wrong 
purposely, or of deliberately giving

Is 
it not the divinity of the child? Should 
it not be sought for and discovered, 
that it may be carefully studied, and, 
when along right lines, ugly guard- 
ed? Does not biography teach us that 
only those have become distinguishe4 
who have developed a love for work 
along particular lines? Is it not time 
that parents, limited in power and by 
conditions, cease striving to overcome 
the Almighty? 

Let no parent forget, then, that, in 
the beginning, every child differs from 
every other child in manly ways. If it 
could continue to be alone it would 
always be different from almost er- 
ery other child. But the child comes 
in contact with others and is thus 
continually trained to be more like 


others. 

Every parent should carefully study 
each child and endeavor to find where- 
in the child is peculiar. He should 
aim not only to find out the child's 
good points, but his faults, as well; for 
this is equally important. The parent 
who can discover these peculiarities 
can hope for success in correcting those 
which should be corrected. The phy- 
sician who is not able to diagnose 


a disease will be just as powerless to] Mr 


cure the patient as the parent will be 
powerless to correct faults in a child, 
if he does not see clearly what the 
faults are.

FROM FORT CLATSOP TO CAMP 
CHOPUNNISH. 

Returning, they found the portage 
of the rapids and the falls more difi- 
cult than the descent had been. The 
natives, too, by constant robbery ex- 
asperated the company so that Capt. 
Lewis, on April 21, kicked one out of 
camp and threatened to shoot any 
others caught pilfering. Above the 
falls, they secured horses, and tra-

Clark writes of his prac- 
tice, We cautiously abstain from 
giving them any but harmless medi- 
cines; and as we cannot possibly do 
harm, our prescriptions, though un- 
sanctioned by the faculty, may be use- 
ful and are entitled to some remunera- 
tion.” He seems. to have been very 
successful, even in cases where his 
journal records his doubts about the 
treatment given. Indeed, the doses he 
forced on his own men and the severe 
measures used with Cacajawea, lead us 
to wonuer that some of the party did 
not succumb to the physician’s care, 
if not to tue hardships of the trip. 
While Clark attended to his patients, 
Lewis eld councils and made treaties 
wita the different tribes. 
AT CAMP CHOPUNNISH. 

As they ascended the Clearwater, the 
evidences of winter’s stronghold in the 
Bitterroot Mountains were very dis- 
couraging. The natives warned them 
that they could not cross the heights 
for over a month; and, after investiga- 
tion, they camped among the Chopun- 
nish or Nez-Percé, in what is now 
Idaho county, Idaho. Here, they re- 
mained from May 13 to June 10, the 
longest stop they made at any one spot 
besides the winter's quarters. They 
built temporary huts of willow poles, 
with the crevices stuffed with grass. 
Fuel was abundant and there was suffi- 
cient game for their present needs and 
some in excess for their trip over the 
en regions. The men were sent 
— the Indians to trade for roots 
to supplement this meat for the moun- 
tain fare. The merchandise was di- 
vided among them, and it was found 
that the capital of cach was 1 awl, 
1 knitting pin, % onz.- vermillion, 2

CROSSING THE MOUNTAINS TO 
THE BAST. 

On June 10, they left the hospitable 
Nez-Percé, although they were warned 
that it was too early. Each man now 
had a horse to ride and a second car- 
rying pack, and there were several ex- 


more, for home seemed a surety. How- 
ever, in seven days they found them- 
selves in the midst of snow fields 
twelve to fifteen feet deep, with no 
forage for days ahead. With no guide, 
it seemed madness to proceed, and 
the captains ordered a retreat to the 
last pasturage. The sentiments of the 
party were voiced by Lewis when he 
wrote, “I am pleased at finding the 
river rise so rapidly; it no doubt Is 
attributeable to the melting snows of 
the mountains; that icy barrier which 
me from my friends and 
country, from all which makes life 
est@emable—patience, patience.” 
Having persuaded five Indians to 
serve as guides, they began on June 
24 their second attempt to cross the 
mountains. The natives were intel- 
gent andeplanned to reach each 
night a spot of budding grass for 
the horses. The trip was comparative- 
ly easy after the strained efforts of 
the year before in the same place. 
Now the hard crusted snow formed 
a smooth passageway over the rough 
rocks that bed sorely tried man 


and horses.

DIVISION OF THE PARTY. 


On July 3, the company reached the 
mouth of Traveler's Rest Creek, where 
it divided. Lewis and nine men planned 
to take the most direct route to the 
falls of the Missouri and then to ex- 
plore the Marias River, while Clark 
with the others was to go to the head 
of the Jefferson, from which a party 
would be sent over to the Yellowstone. 


LEWIS'S TRIP UP THE MARIA. 


On July 7, Lewis found and passed 
through what is now known as Lewis 
and Clark’s Pass. On the same day, 
he struck the headwaters of the Sun, 
or Medicine River, and six days later 
reached their former camp above the 
falls. When they opened the cache 
made July 10, 1805, they found that 
the flood had destroyed everything but 
a chart of the Missouri and a few 
articles packed safely in boxes. Here, 
Sergeant Gass and five men were left 


to make trucks and to help the main 
party with the portage of the falls. 


Lewis, Drewyer andthe Fields 
brothers rode across country to the 
Maria to learn if any branch of it 
reached as far north as 60 deg.

The great wigwam in Chicago, near 
the river, where the Republican Na- 
tional! Convention assembled in 1860, 
lacked the appointments and con- 
veniences now possessed by almost 
every public hall. Electric lights were 
then unknown. The telephone girl, 
with gum in Ker mouth and a suitor 
at her side, did not respond to the 
calls of impatient customers with the 
irritating words, line busy.” The 
motorman had not been evolved and 
Street cars were still propelled by im- 
penitent mules, and the Tremont 
hiouse—six feet below the level of the 
street, was tlre leading hotel of the 
Northwest, with rates at $2 per day. 

The wigwam, with its ten thousand 
cheering auditors, its fluttering ban- 
ners, and its platform on which were 
seated as delegates hundreds of the 
brightest intellects in America, pre- 
sented a picture which will never fade 
from the eyes of those who were 
privileged to behold it. As a local re- 
porter for the Milwaukee Free Demo- 
cr. 1 I was accorded a place at a long 
table in the center of the platform 
only a few feet from where the white- 
haired abolition leader, Joshua, R. 
G.adings, of Ohio, sat by the side of 
his colleague, the trumpet-voiced 
David K. Carter. 

The Seward forces were represented 
by the suave and masterful William 
M. Evarts of New York. who in turn, 
was counselled by that veteran of cau- 
cus and convention, Thurlow Weed. 
the head of the Albany regency. 
Pennsylvania presented an apparent 
candidate in the person of Simon 
Cameron, but his delegates never se- 
riously expected his nomination, and 
his followers were marshaled and kept: 
together really for the purpose of ob- 
taining promises, the fulfillment of 
whicn would insure to the advantage 
of the clan. 


Before the Chicago convention of 
1860 assembled, slavery had been 
routed in its efforts to capture Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. Nevertheless, the 
“peculiar institution” refused to ac- 
cept defeat. Its avowed motto was 
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“rule or ruin” and it girded its loins 
anew for the contest of 1860. The 
result of that contest was no longer 


rent in twain, the great North had 
broken its shackles, and the very air 
was electric with the presage of the 
coming triumph of freedom 

Yet to achieve triumph the members 
of the Chicago convention felt that 
there was needed not merely a leader 
but a leader of leaders. A man for 
the times was demanded, and the God 
of the Eternities presented him in the 
of Lincoln. 

© was the child of poverty and 
toil. Not the hopeless poverty and 
cringing toil of those who labor amid 
the din of European marts, but the 
maniy submission to privation and un- 
mastered toil of the Western pioneer, 
whose eye of fate beholds the star of 
hope shining above the clouds, and 
who in his dreams of the future drap*s 
himself with the Senators toga or the 
judge’s gown. He was self-made and 
self-reliant. but never self-seeking or 
self-sufficient. He was honest, not 
with that nurtured integrity which 
too often proves an exotic that dies 
with the first blast of adversity, put 
he was honest by instinct and because 
it never occurred to him to be other 
than honest. 

He was in spirit and in fact one of 
and one with the people, and he neede4 
no guide to find the way to their 
hearts. He loved liberty of action. 
of speech, and of thought, and in so 
far as his generous and chivalric soul 
would suffer him to hate anything, he 
hated tyranny and meanness, and 
shams. He was a master of speech. 
were matchless, and as a logician he 
was peerless. His iron-rimmed su- 
logisms crushed sophisms as if they 
were exe shells. Hie wit, his philoso- 


hy. his strong saving common sense 


his quaint forms of expression have 
filled our political literature with fam- 
iliar apothegms. 


What better rebuke to dogmatism 
than the phrase “Everybody is wiser 
than anybody?” What clearer descrip- 
tion of a republic than “Government 
of the people, by the people, for the 
people? What more complete des- 
truction of a sophism than his an- 
swer to the contention that slavery 
might be excluded from a territory 
by unfriendly legislation, “Judge 


Douglas,” said he, “holds that a-thing | see 


may be lawfully driven away from a 
place where it has a lawful Fight to 
go."" What annihilating sarcasm in 
his reply to those who insisted that 
Republican success would entail negro 
equality and miscegenation. “Because 
I do not want a colored woman for 
my slave,“ said he, “it does not fol- 
low that I do want her for my wife. 
My understanding is that I can just 
let ner alone.” 

The argument against secession he 
stated in a sentence, “Can aliens make 
treaties easier than friends can mak 
laws?’ What grander plea for huma 
liberty than this appeal to Congress 
in behalf ef the passage of the thir- 
teenth amendment? “In giving free- 
dom to the slave,” said he, “we as- 
sure freedom to the free, honorable 
alike, in what we give and in what 
we preserve. We shall nobly save 
or meanly lose the last best hope of 
earta.” What more comprehensive 
statement of the duty of the hour 
than the familiar sentence. “With 
malice toword none, with charity for 
all, with firmness for the right as 
God gives us to see the right?” 

There are many words of Lincola so 
fitly and grandly said that they will 
burn in the sky of history like fixed 
stars, when the masterpieces of great 
orators shall have vanished with their 
train of rhetorical splendors into space. 
There are ideas of his which victorious 
armies placed upon their eagles and 
carried to a grander fruition than ever 
a prophet foretold or poet dreamed. 
Never was ruler or representative truer 
to a trust than he. His reigning ani- 
mating purpose was to preserve the 
geographical integrity and political 
unity of the United States in America, 
and to this was added as an outgrowth 
of the war, a determination to extend 
the blessings of freedom to ewery 
human being dwelling | beneath the 
shelter of its flag. 


He never lost sight of this purpose. 
He was conservative when the prema 
ture adoption of radical measures 
might have alienated the wavering, and 
weakened the Union cause. He was 
radical when the power of time and 
circumstance crumbled the barriers of 
prejudice whi... for years had obst - 
ed the path to justice. His individual- 
ism was never absorbed or subverted 
even by the genius and power of the 
great men who counselled him. With- 
out being egotistic, or dogmatic, or 
stubborn, he was firm. He “took each 
man's counse!,” but “preserved his 
own judgment.” Without previous 
training in the conduct of public af- 
fairs he was called upon to grasp the 
reins of government when the chariot 
of state. was rocking amid the con- 
vulsions of war. But he kept a steady 
hand, and neither the terrified ccun- 
sels of overcautious conservatism, nor 
the demands of unthinking and im- 
provident zeal could drive him from 
the path along which he belieyed the 
safety of the nation demanded that he 
should guide his countrymen. It was 
his privilege to select the best policy 
for the time, and his gift of discrim- 
ination was little short of marvelous. 
He stands approved by the popular 
judgment both of his times and of 
later history as seldom having made 
a mistake. He was sometimes de- 
ceived in his judgment of men, but 
he was hardly ever at fault in his 
judgment of measures. Understanding 
the American people better than many 
men of greater experience and states- 
manship he never entertained a doubt 
as to the final issue of the contest. 


feat held back our armies he con- 
fidently called for more men. Sus- 
tained by his imperturable trust in the 


»prighteousness of our cause, and in the 
power and willingness of the people 
to meet all requirements, he pressed 
steadily onward to that perfect con- 
summation of national peace, unity and 
freedom, which, with a faith born of 
prescience he felt would be sure to 
come and which he almost lived to 


Mr. Lincoln had a dual nature. 
The gravity of his demeanor en- 
hanced the humor of his jests, and 
the wit of his jests gave strength to 
the arguments they illustrated. Many 
of his anecdotes have found their 
way into print, and it is not the pur- 
pose of the writer to make these 

pers a vehicle for the recital of 
thrice-told tales. One or two anec- 
dotes will serve to illustrate the 
quickness of his wit. During the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, the Prince 
of Wales and his suite were traveling 


of these famous discussions. Among 
the English party was a young gen- 
tleman who was a good deal fresh.“ 
and like many other travelers, had 
left his good breeding at home. He 
had been introduced to and had con- 
versed with Mr. Lincoln and feilt 
privileged to address him. At one of 
the towns where there was to be an 
afternoon debate Mr. Lincoln arrived 
about the noon hour, and proceeded 
at once to the csuntry tavern where 
he was to have quarters. He was 
dusty from the ride, and without 
waiting to be shown to his room, 
went Into the general washroom, and 
taking the implements left there for 
that purpose, proceeded to polish his 
boots. “Oh! Mr. Lincoln, I am sur- 
prised,” said the cub, who had fol- 
lowed him in, “in my country a gen- 
tleman does not black his own boots.” 
“No?” said Mr. Lincoln, polishing 
away, “whose boots then does he 
black?” 

Of a legislative colleague in Con- 
gress, who was given to frequent 
changes of opinion, Mr. Lincoln said 
that his method possessed some ad- 
vantages, for when he desired to ab- 
sent himself he could—inasmuch as he 
spoke one way and voted another— 
always pair off with himself. Of his 
opponent, Douglas, after the latter had 
been driven by Lincoln into the dec- 
laration which alienated from the lit- 
tle giant all southern support, Mr. 
Lincoln said, “Steve has now a bil- 
Hiant future—behind him.” 

The history of the National Re- 
publican Convention of 1860 has been 
again and again recited. I shall not 
attempt to recall its details. There 
is left upon my mind only the mem- 
ory of the hour when the cohorts of 
tae master creative spirit of Republi- 
canism, the strong, philosophical, in- 
domitable Seward, fell back step by 
step before the rising, swelling, ad- 
vancing tide, and amid the waving of 
tnousands of banners, the great Saxon 
roar of victory went up from tens of 
tnousands of throats and all I)linois 
shouted Abraham Lincoln into the 
Presidency. 

The great which Lincoln 
first led to national victory was, in 
his day, an expression of the brains 
and conscience and patriotism ‘of the 
nation. May it continue as such, and 
never become a Satrap. scourged and 
weary, running in chains at the 
chario. wheels of Plutus. May it live 
unswindled by the hucksters of the 
caucus and undebauched by the bawds 
of the lobby. May it live with ears 
urattuned to the clink of the briber’s 
gold, and with brow unbranded 
with the scarlet letter of 
shame. May it live with its 
foreign policies unshaped by the mag- 
nates of trusts, and its finances un- 
ruled by bankers’ syndicates. May 
the harvest of prosperity which its 
sway is bringing to the nation not

We circled 
into the mouth of the Thames, feel- 
ing our way cautiously through the 
fog, past the wrecks of ships which 
had run aground or sunk under similar 
circumstances. At times the fog lif- 
ted enough to give a glimpse of the 
low, muddy and uninteresting shores 
of this famous river.

The American who can restrain a smile 
at the first sight of an English rail- 
way train is either absolutely lacking 
in the sense of humor or is depressed 
over a recent death in his family. They 
look like the toy trains one expects to 
find at Coney Island or at kindred re- 
sorts which make a specialty of freaks.

carriages. On most trains there are 
three classes of compartments, viz.. 
first, second and third class. The 
fares on the third class are about 
half those on the first, and those on 
the second class half way between, but 
since the accommodations are practi- 
cally the same in all of these, the av- 
erage traveler eaves his money by pa- 
tronizing the third class cars. Were 
it not for the signs one would have 
no way of knowing whether he were 
in a first or a third-class compart- 


ment.

On 
many trains the doors are locked from 
the outside by a station employé, and 
when you reach your destination you 
must wait to have it unlocked or else 
open the window—if you can—and 
crawl out. But in this instance the 
door was not locked, and the opera- 
tion of escaping was com 
simple. There is no knob, handle or 
other opening device on the inside— 
why, no one seems to know—so the 
wise traveler lowers whe window, 
reaches out his hand by a contortive 
effort and turns the fastening, which 
is exactly similar to that on the or 
dinary public hack or Then 
he alights, letting in a blast of cold 
air. The one sitting nearest the door 
is supposed to close the window. 
When the conductor desires to collect 
or inspect tickets the train is halted 
at a station long enough to permit 
him to open each separate door for 
that purpose. No one calls out the 
next station or the one at which you 
have stopped. 

As an example of how not to do a 
thing the English railroad is without 
a peer in this boundless universe. 
There are better trains in the king- 
dom than the one from Tilbury, but 
the one just faintly described is a fair 
sample of what one has to patronize, 
unless making long and direct jour- 
neys. It is impossible to put in print 
the terrors and discomforts of a day 
spent in a “compartment car.” It is 
not an uncommon thing for women 
to be maltreated and even murdered 
without being able to make an out- 
cry or im any way attract attention. 
You are likely to be locked up with a 
besotted human beast and forced to 
endure his company for ra. The 
bigoted, home-raised Eng ob- 
jects to the modern American type of

My first i of London 
the cab swung out of St. Pancras Sta- 
tion and through a maze of crooked 
streets, was the absolute perfection of 
the stone payments over which we 
were driving. There are thousands 
of miles of solid stone pavements in 
London, almost as smooth newly- 
laid asphalt, and I doubt if any etty 
in the United States can duplicate a 
hundred yards of it. There is no se- 
cret or deep mystery concerning the 
manner in which this overweening 
superiority has been attained. Eng- 
lish cities expend vast sums of money 
on their street pavements. They 
spend it honestly, intelligently, and 
lay a pavement to last, not a year, 
but a century. I shall have more to 
say on this subject later. 

My second impression was that there 
were no street obstructions. On every 
hand old buildings were being torn 
down and new and grander ones rear- 
ing in their places. Many of the 
streets are narrow, but no piles of 
brick nor steaming mortar beds filled 
one foot of the space of the thorough- 
fare. No delivery wagons backed up 
to a curb and deliberately unloaded 
while a procession of vehicles formed 
in line to await the convenience of a 
lazy and impudent driver. From curb 
to curb the streets of London are ab- 
solutely reserved for traffic. No city 
in the world has so stupendous «a 
traffic, and in no city are horses 80 
rapidly driven, yet accidents are so 
rare as to be almost unheard of. 

Traffic holds to the left instead of 
to the right, as our country, and in 
most others. e driver who swings 
a foot. t center of the street 
is liable to arrest and severe punish- 
ment. At all crossings of consequence 
are “isles of safety’’—oval raised 

in which the pedestrian can 
d until the way is clear for his 
passage. New York, Chicago and other 
American cities are in the Infant 
class so far as the regulation of street 
traffic is concerned, when one watches 
the clockwork precision on London's 
swarming highways. 

And who directs this miracle? The 
London “bobby’—the clubless, un- 
armed, silent and undemonstrative 
London policeman. I first saw him 
at work when the cabby turned into 
Trafalgar Square, circled past the Na- 
tional Gallery and was about to turn 
into the Strand. Ahead of us and 
behind us was an unbroken line of 
cabs, buses and vehicles of all descrip- 
tions. To the right another glittering

LAST SESSION. 
DR. CHAPMAN'S ADDRESS. 

The final session of the convention 
was held last night. The newly- 
elected officers were installed by State 
President White and Dr. E. 8. Chap- 
man, superintendent of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, delivered an address en- 
titled “Answering the Roll Call.” He 
spoke in part as follows: 

“In the movement for the suppres- 
sion of the saloon in the city of Los 
Angeles the league is in very nearly 
the same condition it has been during 
all these years of our work in South- 
ern California,” said Dr. Chapman. 
“When party prohibitionists affiliated 
with us in the work we have been 
giad. When they could not, we have 
never had one work of reproach or re- 
flection to utter upon their sincerity. 
Some of our greatest victories have 
been wan in spite of their most earnest 
opposition. In others they have had 
with us part. 

“For three years and more the Anti- 
Saloon League has been moving stead- 
ily in the direction of a campaign in 
this city. 

“In this work we received, soon 
after the holidays, a request for a 
conference with some friends of tem- 
perance reform. This was cheerfully 
granted and the request was mad 
that the league should anite with the 
churches, etc., etc., in torming a fed- 
eration against the liquor traffic. This, 
of course, we could not entertain for a 
moment. The league is itself such a 
federation, the fullest and most per- 
fect and effective federation of 
churches and temperance organiza- 
tions ever consummated in human 
hietory. 

“For us to join in a movement for a 
federation would be an acknowledge- 
ment that we were not a federation, 
and an indignity to all the societies 
which have united in constituting this 
league, committing to us its work of 
temperance reform and the funds nec- 

for its accomplishment. 

“After the @irst attempt to form 4% 
new federation there were no points 
of difference between us and our pro- 
hibition conferees save the issues to 
be involved in the campaign. Respect- 
ing these the statements of the news- 
papers have been substantially cor- 
rect. These individuals desired a 
campaign in an effort to abolish ali 
six of the distinctive features of the 
Tiiquor traffic, to wit, the manufacture, 
wholesale, retail, restaurans and ho- 
tels with meals, and drug stores other- 
wise than upon prescriptions. 

“It is probable that the persona! 
merge of every member of the 

ague favored all this, but the league 
was united in the conviction that such 
a movement at the present time would 
not be likely to succeed. 

“When, after nearly two months of 
patient conference, the members of 
the league found themselves utterly 
unable to consent to a campaign upon 
the plan favored by those w were in 
conference with us, we stated our po- 
sition {to them with great frankness 
and declared our purpose, in the fear 
of God, to go forward according to the 
only plan which we, at that time, had 
reason to believe would bo successful. 

“When this decision was reached 
and announced we certainly had rea- 
son to believe that those who had 
conferred with us in 4 spirit so dom- 
inated by Christian friendliness, would 
give to this movement as and 
as their consciences 


clearly understood that the only move- 
ment representing all the churches 
and societies opposed to the saloon is 
that which has been decided upon and 
is bei conducted by the federation 
of all churches and temperance socte- 
ties—the Anti-Saloon League. 

“Just now is a good time to remem- 
ber that the great victories in South- 
ern California in which we have so 
heartily rejdiced are the same as those 
by which we hope to banish the sa- 
loon frbm the city of Los Angeles, and 
then carry forward the good work to 
every nook and corner of our g!orious, 
beautiful and beloved Southern Call- 
fornia. 


“We present to the plople of Los 
Angeles city a. single proposition—the 
suppression of the beverage liquor 
traffic, including the saloon, the hotel 
bar and the sale by druggists except- 
ing upon a physician's prescription. 
We do not ask anyone to consent to 
any other feature of the liquor traffic 
by voting against these.”

GOULD TAKES 
INITIAL LOOK.

Railroad Magnate Here for 
Forty Minutes.

Flying Locomotive Reels Off 
Many Miles. 


Gould, New York's mult!-mil- 
Honaire railroad magnate, spent about 
forty minutes in Los Angeles yester- 
day. The newspaper men who climbed 
unceremoniously over the rear rail of 
his sumptuous car at Naud Junction 


were the frst to greet him on his in- 
itial trip into the City of the Angels, 
and most of the brief period within its 
limits he spent standing on the rear 
platform as carelessly as any tourist 
would have ‘stood, bareheaded, with 
his hands in his pockets, chatting 
pleasantly with his unbidden guests 
and remarking upon such features of 
the outskirts of the city as he could 
see through the rain as the special 
train was switched about under the 
brow of Elysian Park, transferring 
from the Southern Pacific to the Santa 
Fé tracks for the run to San Diego. 

The train ran by Naud Junction the 
distance of a block or so before com- 
ing to a momentary stop, and the re- 
porters went wallopingy through the 
oily, muddy muck of Alameda street 
full tilt after the magnate’s receding 
coach. As they swung on wherever 
they could find a purchase, Mr. Gould 
reached down to open the gate of the 
observatior platform and extended a 
helping hand. 

“Certainly, climb on,” he said; “fine 
day, isn’t it? Step in and sit down; 
never mind muddy feet.” 

Mr. Gould was in a good humor yes 
terday; perhaps that is a habit with 
him. At least, there was nothing in 
the unostentatious tgaveler to suggest 
any other mood. wouldn't talk 
railway affairs and “Gould nes 
plans—of course not, on a moment's 
rfotice, on the back platform.

it was not what the friends of the 
Senator desired and they have since 
tried to get from him some definite 
announcement of his candidacy. This 
flot being forthcoming the letter was 
today given to the public in this city. 
After stating his appreciation of 
the writers desire that he be 
a candidate, Senator Bard says: 
“Your inquiry is whether 1 de- 
sire a reélection. But I must first 
say that my wishes ought really to 
have very little consideration in the 
matter. From we 1 they 
have nothing to do w 

„1 have no hesitation in saying that 
I have no inclination to offer my 
services for another term. This is not, 
however, due to any want of apprecia- 
tion of the honor that has been con- 
ferred upon me nor to any dislike of 
th: legitimate work that it imposes. 

No n in such a position is without 
the h that his services may meet 
the approval of his constituents, even 
though such hope must depend upon 
the indulgence of the public judgment 
upon shortcomings which his own con- 
sciousness will not excuse. I have no 
apologies to make for any of my of- 
ficial acts, for they are all the results 
of my convictions of duty, and I have 
no regrets to express in respect to 
any of them. 

“The shortcomings to which I allude 
are such as were anticipated when I 
accepted the responsibilities of . the 
office in my short speech to the Legis- 
lature in which I intimated that I had 
misgivings whether the honor then 
cenferred upon me should be accepted. 
After my four years service the people 
of the State are the best judges to de- 
cide whether these limitations to which 
I allude are likely to prevent me from 
serving their interests satisfactorily 
and whether my experience is an asset 
worth having to the State. 

“I am not intending to challenge 
anyone to a contest. J] am intending 
only to state that I do not offer my- 
self as a candidate for reéiection. I 
will not, therefore, make any effort 
to be re#@lected, and will not accept the 
honor of a reélection unless it comes 
without solicitation on my part. 
Whether this attitude can be practi- 
cally dealt with I leave to you 
other friends to decide. 

“The instrumentality of party or- 
ganization is a necessity, not only for 
the purpose of securing success for 
political principles and important 


to represent such principles and 
measures. The machinery of parties is 
also recognized as a necessity. But 
very often this machinery is seized and 
made the instrumentality by which 
the selfish purposes of a few shrewd 
men are made to appear to be the sen- 
timent and decision of the people. It 
can be perverted, and is misused. We 
all know that the associations of can- 
didates can be promoted th this 
instrumentality by promises and other 
inducements. An indorsement of that 
— possesses no value in my estima-

Leaders in the faith, deeply con- 
cerned over the popular drift toward 
liberality in amusement, are earnestly 

Shall a dead law be repealed or re- 
vived? 

Shall dancing be permitted? 

Shall theater-going be allowed? 

Shall card-playing be tolerated? 

Stirred to the core is the denomina- 
tion. The situation is viewed by the 
heads of the church with thorough 
apprehension if not with alarm. The 
approach of the general copference has 
brought the question to an acute stage. 

THE STORM CENTER. 

In the discussion of “contraband” 
amusement, the storm center is the 
historic paragraph No. 248 in the Dis- 
cipline, which was inserted in 1872, un- 
der the leadership of the church editor 
and parliamentarian, Dr. Daniel 
Curry. 

The much-debated paragraph is not 
among the General Rules of the Church 
which Mr, Wesley himself established 
ami enforced, but under the heading 
“Trial of Members,“ in a subdivision 
which refers to “imprudent and un- 
Christian conduct.” 

The General Rules, which belong to 
all Methodist churches the world over, 
simply forbid “the teking such diver- 
sions as cannot be used in the name 
of the Lord Jesus.” This left the 
question of the number and the kind 
of diversions to the individual con- 
science, though most Methodists ap- 
plied it as forbidding the theater, the 
dance, and cards. — 

A STINGING BLOW. 

Mark Guy Pearse in his address a few 
days ago to the local Methodist Min- 
isters’ Union struck at this old rule of 
Mr. Wesley's and its old application a 
stinging blow. In discussing his son's 
work among the submerged classes of 
London slums he referred to the son's 
sacrifice in gathering a club of 2300 
young men whom he served day and 
night. The younger Mr. Pearse could 
not as a Methodist minister receive 
this club under the care of the Wes- 
leyan Church and it.paased over to the 
Established Church because we Metho- 
dists have rules, you know.” 

Then with a shudder Mr. Pearse. in 
telling of his son's experience, added 
“Oh, horrors! Our Gereral Rules for- 
bid laying up treasure upon earth. 
Did you ever hear of a Methodist 
millionaire being dismissed from 
the church because of the money he 
had accumulated? Then why talk so 
much about the other rule and fly at 
a young man or woman who chances 
occasionally to dance or play cards? 
Let us be more consistent.” 

This hot shot struck a sensitive spot 
for the Southern California Conference 
has a large majority in its ministry and 
laity that favor strict enforcement_of 
the discipline against “the world’s 
an. 


Mr. Pearse went still further by 
sanctioning his son's methods in hold- 
ing together Mis boys’ club by allow- 
ing smoking and adding a  billiard- 
room. There was a slight murmur of 
protest on the part of some of the o'der 
brethren who resented Mr. Pearse's in- 
troduction into hie address of these 
questions now under discussion in a 
sister Methodist church, whose guest 
he was. Many. however, felt that Mr. 
Pearse's frank and fearless treatment 
would tend to greater liberality in the 
church toward frisky young people, and 
greater charity toward other churches 
that differ in their standards from 
Methodists, or at least in Iinterpreta- 
tion and enforcement. 

THAT PARAGRAPH. 

And now the paragraph under discus- 
sion East and West in the daily and 
church press and in conventions and 
conferences ts being more widely pub- 
lished than ever before. It reads thus: 

“In cases of négiect of duties of any 
kind, imprudent conduct, indulging sin- 
ful tempers or words, the buying, sell- 
ing, or using intoxicating liquors as «a 
beverage, signing petitions-in favor of 
granting license for the sale of intoxi- 
cating Nquors, becoming bonds:nen for 
persons engaged in such traffic, renting 
property as a place in or on which to 
manufacture or sell intoxicating 
liquors, dancing. playing at games of 
chance, attending theaters, horse-races, 
circuses, dancing parties, or patronizing 
dancing schools, or taking such other 
Amusements as are obviously of 
leading or questionable moral tendency, 
or disobedience to the order and dis- 
cipline of the church—first, let private 
reproof be given by a preacher or lead- 
er, and it there be an acknowledgment 
of the fault, and proper humiliation, 
the person may be borne with. On a 
second offense the preacher or leader 
may take one or two discreet -nembers 
of the church. On a third offense let 
him be brought to trial, and if found 
guilty, and there be no sign of real 
humilation, he shall be expelled.” 

DR. BUCKLEY'S OPPOSTTION. 

Dr. Buckley, the church leader, op- 
posed in the general conference of 1872 
the insertion of this paragraph and has 
repeatedly spoken and voted against it. 
In a recent editorial he reiterates his 


reasons: 


“It is imposefble to make a full list; 
there are sume things in the list of less 
evil-producing influence than others, 
which do not command the consent of 
the ordinary conscience; because also 
the whole list would be forced upon the 
contemplation of persons attempting to 
join the church upon probation: and 
because We thought t contrary to St. 
Paul's method of dealing with such 
questions.” Dr. Buckley has written 
a book against the theater. It Is sup- 
posed therefore that he is stronger in 
his opposition to theater-going than to 
some other amusements mentioned in 
the article. He admits that te method 


is scarcely Scriptural, and that the 
grouping is defective. 
He fought on Scriptural nds the 


admission of women to the General 
Conference, and was defeated by Bishop 
Hamilton. Some new leader May ap-

making law or altering it. The Metho- 
dists have therefore been astonished to 
find Bishop Wahlen, of Cincinnati, com- 
ing out in an article in one of the recent 
Advocates on Paragraph 248 The part 
that refers to “buying, selling or using 
intoxicating liquors as a deverage 
should be transferred from this para- 
“imprudent and wun-Chris- 
tian vonduct™ to an adjoining para- 
graph on “immoral conduct;” also 
signing petitions favoring license or 
renting property for the manufacture 
or sale of liquors. This plan of the 
bishop will probably be accomplished In 
May, but it does not dispose of the 


other part of the paragraph that refers 
* 


directly to amusements. 
WILLIS COOPER'S DDATH. 

The Iroquois Theater tragedy in Chi- 
cago is largely responsible for the 
present acute discussion in Methodism 
on the amusement question. In that 
fearful fire two Methodist ministers and 
two prominent laymen lost their lives. 
The best known of the four was Willis 
W. Cooper, one of the most prominent 
Methodist laymen in the central west 
and a general official of the Epworth 
League. Indeed, he was the chief fac- 
tor in organizing the league and was 
responsible for that part of the pledge 
which ali active members are required 
to sign: “I will abstain from all those 
forms of worldly amusement prohibited 
by the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

And, yet, from time to time he would 
attend at the theater a performance 
that was regarded first-class and that 
might relieve nervous tension produced 
by his multiplied activities. His death 
is generally regarded as a great loss 
to the church and he is widely and 
sincerely mourned. 

That a Methodist leader, and espe- 
cially a leader of young people, should 
die in a theater, was a great shock to 
Methodism. He had given the church 
much time, about one-fourth of his 
large income. and bequeathed her his 
entire estate. He loved his church and 
yet, according to the strict and com- 
mon interpretation, broke her rules. At 
the time of his death, sorrow was #0 
deep that few words were spoken or 
written in regard to his theater-going 
habit. But ow it is interjected into 
the controversy by the New York 
Christian Advocate and the other Ad- 
vocates, as well as the Epworth Her- 


al. 
EDITORS IN OPPOSITION. 

Among the denomination’s leaders in 
thought and action are Dr. Buckley and 
Dr. Berry, the editors. The latter is a 
strong candidate for the Episcopacy. 
Dr. Buckley wants the paragraph on 
amusements removed and Dr. Berry 
wants it retained. The latter was an 
intimate associate of Willis Cooper and 
a fellow official of the Epworth League. 
He had known for years Mr. Cooper's 
habit of going occasionally to the the- 
ater. He sought to persuade him pri- 
vately; but never said a word or wrote 


‘a lige against Mr. Cooper's holding of- 


fice and being virtually the leader of 
young peoples work, while writing. In 
his paper and speaki at convent 
again and again in the interest of keep- 
ing the young people in the sone of re- 
strictions. In a revent editorial rue 
Great Thunderer” Dr. Buckley tntimatés 
that such a course by Dr. Berry and 
other league officials was reprehensibie, 
and states that Mr. Cooper must have 
known that he was disobeying the 
rules of the church he loved and served, 
and that no good works can obscure 
this gross disobedience. Dr. Berry's 
confession of knowledge of the fact and 
his subsequent inactivity in righting 
hie official family have greatly em- 
barrassed the league. 
CITY vs. COUNTRY. 

Methodism has a large rural follow- 
ing, the largest of any church in ovr 
nation. the is increasing her strength 
in nearly every city, except New York, 
Boston, ami San Francisco. The city 
pastors find this question much more 
embarrassing than thelr fellow-minis- 
ters on country circuits. Theaters and 
plays differ so widely and the tempta- 
tions to dance, play cards, and attend 
the opera are so much more frequent 
and attractive that the city Methodist 
pastor finds it Impossible to keep all 
members of his flock in line. He en- 
erally holds the standard high, but does 
not feel called upon to expel from 
membership, or refuse to admit into 
membership those who thus trangress. 
The administration of the discipline hag 
become more and more lax. The real 
question as now discussed in the 
church press and conventions seems to 
be, “@hall a dead law be repealed or 
revived?” 

THE SOLUTION. 

The paragraph will probably be al- 
tered in May dy the general confer- 
ence, though not made less stringen’. 
Its wording will doubtless be more ac- 
curate and less objectionable. In its 
present form a “judicial committee” of 
a previous general conference pro- 
nounced it unconstitutional. Most of 
the church leaders agree that a new 
statement will be better received and 
more widely respected. Then the who'e 
paragraph may be taken out from its 
present heading. “Trial of Members,” to 
remove the prevailing idea of a threat 
or penalty to another part of the dis- 
cipline called “Advices and Helps.” 
This action would have been taken 
four years ago had it not been for 
“fatal facility” ma speech of F. X. 
Arter of Cleveland, 0. He desired the 
change, but so Mundered in his speech 
that he antagonized a new element and 
the motion was lost. under Dr. Ruck 
ley’s leadership this solution of a very 
troublesome question, long pending, 
may be confidently expected. 


CATARINA COPPER. 


Representative of Evangelina Company 
Reports Finding Commercial Sul - 
phides in Larger Quantities. 

Dr. D. R. Wilder of the Evangelina 
Copper Company has just returned 
from Baja California and reports that 
the properties of the companies in the 
Santa Catarina district are making a 
good showing. He says the vein is a 
true fissure about six feet in width and 
that commercial sulphides are found 
in large quantities, The mother lode 
has not been opened, although six other 
veins have been exposed along a 4006- 
foot stretch on the surface. About ten 
thousand tons of carbonates have been 
exposed and about 1000 tons have been 
stacked for shipment. 

Hv. V. Bard, who is conducting hy- 
draulic mining operations in the New. 
hall district, was in the city yesterday. 
Mr. Bard says he is now mining on a 
large scale on his 139-acre tract a Short 
distance from Saugus and that he 6 
petting $100 per day. He began work 
in the district six years ago under the 
name of the Bard Gravel Mining Com- 
pany, and has expended $10,000 in im- 
provments and ‘machinery. When he 
first went to Newhall his enterprise was 
laughed at by mining men, but now he

Jury Gets Pointed Warning 
from Judge Smith. 


The testimony in the Griffith case 
ended yesterday in a little dismal! sizzle 
just two weeks after it started. 

Of course there are the arguments yet 
to follow. These will begin Monday 
morning. They will last three days. 

The sizzle was occasioned by the in- 
sanity expert, Dr. P. C. Bemondino, 
cal by the defense to demolish at one 
bite the doctors who have testified 
against Griffith. 

He was called to the witness stand 
yesterday afternoon, but was not al- 
lowed to testify. 

After a long, fierce argument, Mr. 
Gage succeeded in convincing the court 
that it would be against the rules of 
the game to let him contradict the doc- 
tors who testified for the State on re- 
buttal. 

Judge Smith held that the defense 
had called its experts on insanity to 
the witness stand, and should not be 
allowed to open up the case for an- 
other crack. 

So the last witness testified in the 
case was one of the prosecution's chief 
experts, Dr. A. M. Gardner, for whom 
Dr. Remondino was to have been a sort 
of stand-off. 

Griffith's lawyers were game losers, 
but Griffith sat crouched in a heap 
with signs of distress on his face when 
his star witness was silenced. 

JURY WARNED. 

When he excused the jury, Judge 
Smith insinuated broadiy that at- 
tempts might be made to bribe. 

Me stopped short in the middle of his 
usual caution, and said earnestly, 
“Gentlemen of the jury, the law re- 
quires me to give this caution to you. 
It would be error if I failed to do so, 
but I want to say some things to you 
right straight out. 

“I want to caution to have noth- 
ing to do with any the persons who 
are, in the parlance of the street, ‘leg- 
ging’ for either side of this case. 

“] take it that none of you jurors 
will visit a saloon or any other ques- 
tionable resort until this case has been 
finally submitted to you. 

‘There's nothing in the world like 
fair play in the inistration of jus- 
tice, and I want this jury to be like 
Caesar's wife, above suspicion.” 

One of the last things in the case was 
a queer siap at Griffith about stage 
robberies. 

It was one of the ‘supposing’ ques- 


Mr. Gage was asking Dr. Gardner to 
suppose the case of a man who was 
dodging around the street corners to 
avoid some unseen foe. The doctor 
said he would judge the man to be af- 
flicted with a persecutory delusion. 

“But,” said Mr. Gage, suppose that 
he had robbed a stage of $200, and sup- 
pose he had tried to rob another one 
containing $17,000, would you then say 
that he was afflicted with delusions de- 
cause he men who were not 
really there?” 

Mr. Rogers immediately took an ex- 
ception to the conduct of Mr. Gage in 
asking such a question. He denounced 
it as misconduct. 

The next question was a bitter one, 
however, and made Griffith wince and 


scowl. 
CASE OF “SUPPOSE.” 

“Buppose,” sald Mr. Gage. “that a 
man 35 years of age should, by fraudu- 
lent representations and pretending to 
love her, get the fortune of a young 
girl, marry her under the rites of the 
Catholic Church, and supposing after 
committing this great wrong, he should 
go around and tell people that she was 
trying to poison him, would you say he 
was suffering from persecutory delu- 
ons? 

When this was also objected to, Judge 
Smith raised his eyebrows and said, 
“Well, really, Mr. Gage, 1 don't re- 
member the love-making part in this 
case. 

Mr. Gage insisted it was there by in- 
ference, at feast, but the question came 
to nothing at last. 

This Dr. Gardner, who made a grand- 
stand finish for the prosecution, is a 
portly, dignified man with an “impe- 
rial,” well-dressed and well-groomed, 
and delivering his views with a Boston 
accent. He is said to be recognized as 
a leading authority on the subject of 
nervous diseases. He at present runs 
a private sanitarium at Belmonaf, but 
used to be the head of the asylum at 
a. 

His testimony was rather a stately 
affair. 

The gist of it was that Griffith did 
not have the right kind of symptoms 
for an alcoholic insane. 

“Is it possible, doctor.” asked Mr. 
Gage, to have these delusions unless 
they be preceded by hallucinations?” 

He sald he believed not. 

“If there are no hallucinations, is the 
patient suffering from alcoholic in- 
sanity?” 

“I think not.” 

The prosecution has claimed aj! along 
that Griffith had no hallucinations: 
hence that his delusions must be fakes, 
or merely suspicions. 

He stated that in chronic inebriety 
or alcoholic insanity, the patient be- 
comes feeble, neglects his own inter- 
ests, ceases to be able to initiate, and 
becomes inattentive to the Interests of 
his own family. 

“Are not suspicions of his wife found 
im the mind of the common drunkard?” 

“Such a suspicion often exists,” said 
the witness. 

“Is not a chronic inebriate untruth- 
Ful and always unreliable?” asked Mr. 
Gage. 

“generally found to be so.” 

The next was a strike at the doctors 
who examined Griffith personally and 
pronounced him tneane, Drs. Brainerd. 
Mactiowan and M. Hride. 

One of the points the defense has shot 
at every doctor called for the prosecu- 
tion was as to whether such an ex- 
amination was not better than any an- 
ewer te a hypothetical question could 
be. This was a lap back. 

“State if a doctor can make a

tives.” 


An objection was sustained to this 
on the ground that the question was 
leading’ and suggestive. 

Mr. Gage tried \t another way. 

“State what is the usual mode of di-

But finally 
added that it was well to get all the 


information possibie.

But the next one made Griffith sit 
up. Dr. Gardner answered that he bad 
been watching Griffith attentively a!! 
during this trial, and that he has not 
in the least shown signs of being m- 
sane. 

“We object to that.” sad Attorney 
McKinley. who wanted it stricken from 
the evidence. 

He said that Griffith had been sitting 
there quiletiy at the table all the time 
and it was not a fair test. 

Rogers was in the judge's chambers 
searching for a Supreme Court decision 
when the direct examination ended, and 
they sent for him to come to the bat. 

LIKE BRISTLING CATS. 

He came out and the witness and he 
looked each other over like cats bristl- 
ing up on a back fence. 

“Suppose, doctor,” said Rogers 
sweetly, “Suppose that this patient had 
been examined by three competent phy- 
siclans who have known him personally 
for many years, and then pronounced 
him insane, would that alter your opin- 
lon?” 

Dr. Gardner replied with a quiet 
shot, saying that if any of the doctors 
had as much Information in regard to 
the case as there was to be gained 
by consulting the relatives, he sup- 
posed their opinions would be of serv- 
ice 


He said that he knew Brainerd per- 
senally and MacGowarn, and knew of 
McBride. 

“Are these gentlemen such skilled 


physicians as you have referred to?“ 


asked Mr. Rogers. 

“As far as Dr. Brainerd is concerned 
—he began. 

“Wait, wait.” shouted Mr. Gage, 
jumping up. 

Judge Smith, on his objection. ruled 
that the question should not be an- 
awered. 

“Is not the best way of ascertaining 
a patient's mental condition a personal 
examination?” asked Rogers. 

“That is one way.“ said the witness 
coldly. 

Rogers asked him to name the induc- 
ing causes of insanity. 

“That,” said the witness, “would take 
me four weeks.” 

Rogers asked him if it were not a fact 
a man might have delusions part of the 
time and hot all the while. 

The witness sald yes: thought the de- 
Ius ons might be there just the same, 
but were often manifested only a part 
of the time. 

Rogers: If you find a mah who be- 
lieves_he is being poisoned and there is 
no ground for such belief, would you 
say that he had delusions?” | 

“T would.” 

“Would you call it an insane delu- 
sion?” 

“Yes.” 

“If he had two such delusions would 
you call him insane?” 

The witness thought a moment and 
then made this answer: “I should say 
that he was insane from a medical 
standpoint, but not from a legal stand- 
point, necessarily.” 

He said that the nature and quality 
of the delusions would determine the 
legal status (as to whether or not they 
would free him from responsibility.) 

“That's all,” said Rogers. 

A DELAYED REST. 

“The people rest.“ sald Mr. Gage. 

He leaned and whispered to the 
District Attorney. 

“Yes,” he sald. “The people rest.” 

It was dramatic when Rogers turned 
to the rall behind the table and called 
for Dr. Redmondino. 

It was to be medical authority 
against medical authority—ironically 
enough, too, as it was evident one 
would contradict the other. 

Dr. Redmondino is an expert -~ in- 
ebriety and an author on such subjects, 
He has a book in process of publica- 
tion, a work on which he says he has 
spent years. . 

He is an interest! man, a stocky 
army-looking man with luminous eyes. 
He was a surgeon in our Civil War 
and a surgeon in the French army dur- 
the Franco-Prussian War. He said 
that most of hig study has been of 
French authors, as he considers them 
— most learned in physicological med- 
icine. 


At the first question asked of him, 


Mr. Gage rose with a ponderous vol- 
unne and objected on the ground that 
it was not proper sur-rebuttal. 

There and then occurred the hottest 
fight of the Griffith trial. 

Supreme Court decisions were banged 
around at a fearful rate. Oratory ran 
in streams. 

The prosecution took the ground that 
the lefense had called its experts, and 
had asked them all about the symp- 
tome of atcoholic insanity: now could 
not irh in any testimony unless on 
a new point not broyght into the case 
until the prosecution's rebuttal. 

The defense claimed that there were 
many such neu points. such as the tes 
tirodty of Dr. Kurtz that delusions as 
to the sexual organs must preceed 
ehronic alcoholic insanity, that physi- 
cal degeneration must preceed it: that 
Griffith's delusions could merely 
suspicions: that the suspicions may be 
only those of a common drunk; that 
the shooting was not brutal enough for 
“a Craze man. 

Judge Smith held with Mr. Gage and 
ruled that the witness could not be 
questioned on these points, 

After taking a bushel of exceptions, 
the defei se announced that it rested. 

So, except for the “shouting and the 
tumult,” that is the end of one of the 
most sensational trials that ever took 
place in this county and which has at- 
tracte’ great crowds of people every 
cay tor two weeks. 


UNIONS RUIN BOYS. 


Judge Lindsey of Denver Says Ap- 
prenticeship Rule Has Caused Un- 
doing of Many | ads. 

Judge Ben Lindsey of the Denver 
Juvenile Court, who made such an in- 
teresting address to the club women 
Friday morning. is spending a few 
days in the city. Judge Lindsey is an 
authority on juvenile court methods 
and his investigations in this State 
convince him that California has made 
a good start toward the solution of 

this problem. 

He says the principal feature in 
which he thinks the Colorado statute 
is superior to the California law is 
the section of the California cede fix- 
ing responsibility on parents. Just 
before he left home, he says, two Den- 
ver men were sentenced to jail for 
neglecting their children and allowing 
them to roam the streets and fall into 
petty crime. 

Judge Lindsey speaks very emphat- 
ically of the mischievous effects of the 
limitations placed upon apprentice- 
ships by the labor unions. He estates 
that there have come under his per- 
sonal observation many instances in 
which boys have gone to ruin through 
being thrown onto the street by the 
refusal of labor unions to allow them 
to learn trades. 

Judge Lindsey will speak again on 
the juvenile court theme at Unity 
Church this evening at 7:30 o'clock 
and will doubtless have a large audi- 
ence.

Hunting- 
ton stated yesterday afternoon that he 
was receiving bids for the excavation 
and foundation, and that the work 
would be vigorously prosecuted. 


’ The shops are to be inclosed in one 


great brick building 94280 feet. 
Twenty per cent. of the floor space will 
be devoted to a winding room and 
electrical repair shop, while the other 
80 will be used for the care of the cars, 
There will be sixteen tracks in the 
structure, which will be capable of 
housing thirty-two cars for simultan- 
eous repairs. All of the tracks will 
have continuous concrete pita under- 
neath. The establishment will cost in 
the neighborhood of $25,000. It is ex- 
pected that this wh! materially relieve 
the burden of work which has fallen on 
the repair plant at Seventh street and 
Central avenue. 


TROLLEY DEPOTS. 


The passenger depots which are ta be 
built by the Pacific Electric Rallway 
Company at all junctions of the sys- 
tem are designed along artistic lines, 
The one at Monrovia Junction on the 
Pasadena short line is nearly com- 
pleted, and is said to be a fair sample of 
those to be located at all Southern Call- 
fornia transfer points. . 

The structure is made of concrete, 
the only wood in its construction being 
the window frames and sash. The 
walls are six inches thick, and both the 
ceiling and the floor are concrete. The 
roof will be covered with metallic tiles 
painted red. The main part of the 
building is 20x40 feet, and there will be 
a porch ten feet wide extending en- 
tirely around the depot. The interior. 
will de fitted up with a ticket office, 
waiting-room and lavatories. 

The stations will be surrounded by 
grass plots, palms and shrubbery. The 
plan was designed by Engineer Cobb of 
the companry.

RIZONA’S PROSPECTS. 
Arizona's prospects for Statehood 
have gone glimmering, for the time be- 
ing. This is largely due to the ac- 
tions of the Arizonans themselves. who 
have been split up into opposing 
cliques, each jealous and suspicious of 
the other. In declining to accept State- 
hood in the shape of an unwieldy com- 
bination with New Mexico, the Art- 
gonans were right, es The Times hes 
said. Apart from this, however, there 
has been and still is quite a consider- 
able element in the Territory, repre- 
senting some of the largest tax payers, 
who are privately opposed to Statehood 
just now in any shape, although, for 
good and sufficient reasons, they do 


nounce their views, because all those 
people who have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by a change of 
any kind—and such people always con- 
‘stitute a majority in every section— 
are loudly and enthusiastically, if un 
thinkingly, in favor of immediate en- 
try into the sisterhood of States, and 
their opinions are voiced by newspa- 
pers, some of which are always ready 
to jump on and denounce as a horse 
thief, a traitor and a public enemy, 
anyone who has the audacity to enter- 
tain a different opinion as to the ad- 
visability of immediate Statehood for 
the Territory. These men who oppose 
the present admission of the Terri- 
tory have a vivid recollection of the 
recent Arizona legislatures, 

fear that Statehood would 
of “out of the frying-pan m- 


fire.” 
However, as The Times has saié4, 
hen the time arrives that Arizona 
sufficient population it will be en- 
titled to Statehood, not as a favor, but 
as a right, and its people will then 
have a chance to see whether their 
condition under a State form of gov- 
ernment is better or worse. They will 
have then to work out their own Sal- 
vation, with no protecting hand at 


Washington to see that their chief ex- 
ecutive and their judges are at least 
men of average honesty and decency. 
That they will have long to wait is 
not likely, for Arizona has been mak- 
ing rapid growth since the last census 
Was taken, and promises to grow at!!! 
more rapidiy in the near future. While 
silver is no longer a very important 
item of production, owing to the de- 
pressed valuation of that metal, on 
the other hand, Arizona has jumped to 
the front as one of the world's lead- 
ing producers of copper. In addition 
to the great output of the mines at 
Jerome, and Globe, and Bisbee, and 
Dougias, new veins are being constant- 
ly discovered and opened up, so that 
it will not be surprising to see the 
copper output of the Territory doubled 
within a few years, as this metal is 
becoming more and more indispens- 
able. Owing to the development of 
electric power there is no fear that 
copper might follow the example o 
silver and take a slump, even under 
the influence of a rapid and extensive 
increase of output. 

Another great thing for Arizona is 
the construction, by the United States 
government, of the Tonto Basin res- 
ervoir, the largest in the world, which 
will provide water for several hundred 
thousand acres of land that only 
awaits irrigation to produce large 
drops of valuable products. This will 
Goubtiess be followed by other simi- 
lar enterprises on a smaller scale, 
either undertaken by the government 
or, by private capital, and before long 
Arizona will pass through the experi- 
ence of California, emerging from the 
mining era to one of horticulture, al- 
though, as in California, her mines will 
continue to yield handsome revenues 
“on the side.“ 

Under such circumstances the peo- 
ple of Arizona may well cease to wor- 
ry about the will o the wisp of State- 
hood, which is really of far more mm- 
portance to a few chronic office seek- 
ers than to the great mass of the 
people. They may patiently await the 
time when they will be in a position 
to demand Statehood as their right, 
under the Constitution, and then. as 
The Times has previously observed, a 
good many ot them may be wishing 
that they had decided to wait a Mttle 
longer.

FLORIDA'S FREEZE. 


The Oranges of That State Compared 
Win Those of California by a 
Florida Grower. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—A Florida 
paper takes up the interview with J. L. 
F. Bishop, a leading grower and 
handler of Florida oranges. Mr. Bishop 
asserted very emphatically that the 
oranges which come here during Janu- 
ary were chilled on the trees in No- 
vember, and deteriorated because they 
were left hanging on the trees. The 
paper deciares that none were frozen on 
the trees. They weren't even chilled, it 
says. But it does admit serious drops 
as a result of the cold at that time. 
Mr. Bishop replies that he Fnows 
what happened in his own groves, and 
naturally assumed that others were af. 
fected in substantially the same way 
when exposed to similar weather con- 
ditions. He further asserts that early 
freezing and the subsequent loss of 
juice can be ascribed to only one 
thing, chilling, and failure to pick until 
after the sap has 1 down and the 
juice has all escaped from the orange 
never to go back to it. Mr. Bishop says 
further that the best qualities of Call 
fornia oranges have been and are of 
better quality than the best Floridas. 
This opinion ought to be worth some- 
thing since he owns extensive groves 
there, and understands the practical 
wing end as well as the selling in 
ew York. He shows no disposition to 
retract his previous statements, and 
maintains that there was a freeze in his 
own groves in November, that his or- 
anges suffered because his care-takers 
did not immediately strip the trees, and

DEATH OF COL. KELTING, SAN 
BERNARDINO PIONEER, 


— —yL 


_ Was First United States Attorney 
at Sait Lake and One of Earliest 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 27.—Col. 
John Kelting, a pioneer of this valley, 
and the first United States Attorney 
at Salt Lake City. died yesterday 
morning at his home in Colton at the 
advanced age of 93. He was born in 
Philadelphia, October, 1811, and in 
1847, traveled to Utah in an ox team, 
heaving become a convert to the Mor- 
man faith. He organized the courts 
in Utah, and was appointed United 
States Attorney, serving for a number 
of years with distinction. In 18655 he 
drew up a memorial to Congress, ask- 
ing for the construction of a transcon- 
tinental railroad, but the idea was con- 
sidered visionary. 

With the Morman colonists he came 
to this valley in 1853, since which time 
he resided in this vicinity, having been 
an active participant in the stormy 
scenes which constantly embroiled 
the locality during the early days. He 
was ever a worker for the upbuilding 
of the town, and constructed the first 
brick building here, afterward remov- 
ing to Colton, where he centered his 
business interests. 

This afternoon the funeral occured 
from his late residence, being attended 
by the members of the pioneer society 
in « body, and numerous friends and 
former business acquaintances. He 
often referred with pride to the honor 
which once befell him in shaking hands 
with General Lafayette, of Revolu- 
tionary fame.

SHAKESPEARE CLUB. 

“Russia through American eyes; 
America through Russian.” One of the 
most interesting programmes given this 
year, was that yesterday afternoon, 
when a number of Shakespeare Club 
members enjoyed two most entertain- 
ing addresses upon that all-absorbing 
topic, Russia. John Wadsworth of this 
city, who last year spent several 
months in Russia, told of his impres- 
sions in the Jarger cities, and in sharp 
contract were the views of Stephen 
Korwin Szymanowski of Los Angeles, 
w spoke most entertainingly upon 
‘The Life of Women in Russia, but 
who incidentally expressed very vividly 
his impressions of some phases of wom- 
en's life in America. The situation was 
somewhat unique, while Mr. Wads- 
worth was speaking, since Mr. Szyma 
nowski showed very plainly his intense 
interest in all the impressions of the 
American in Russia. At times his as- 
tonishment, dissent, amusement and 
wonder were very apperent, and in his 
speech which followed, some points not 
wholly understood by the first speaker 
were explained in a very clear way. 

Mr. adeworth in his address, told 
of the things which naturally. interest 
the general traveler, who follows the 
beaten paths of travel. His pictures of 
the street life in St. Petersburg and 
Moscow were well drawn, and the char- 
acteristic features of the Russian life, 
commerce, religion and government. as 
he saw them, were interestingly told. 
Being interested in 
the churches, r. Wodeowerth gave 
quite full descriptions of the second 
largest in the wgrld, that of St. Isaacs 
in St. Petersburg. The unusual beauty 
of architecture, fittings, Mberal use of 
jewels and previeus stones, of marble 
floors, the exquisite gold and silver 
Ranging lamps, and the elaborateness 
of great screen, which separated 
the church r from the ly of 
hol were described in glowing 
word pictures, until at least a concep- 
tion of its magnificence was realized 
by those who listened. The church 
services also were of unusual interest 
to Mr. and Mra. Wadsworth, and they 
were more than usually fortundte to 
See ceremony in St. Isaacs, 
following the regular morning service. 
In regard to the city of Moscow, Mr. 
Wadeworth said he was surpriaed to 
find it with modern buildings and im- 
provemnents, and, fact, the great 
manufacturing center of Russia. 

The Kremlin, with its « la war 


relics, statues, and magnificence of 


cold, silver and fewelss was well de- 
“ribed. Mr Wadsworth had brought 
for exhibition some fine samples of 
the beautiful drawn work of the Rus- 
sian peasantry, which, together with 
pictures of church saints and photo- 
graphs, were on the table at the front 
of the hall, where many of those pres- 
ent inspected them after the close of 


the programme. 

Mr. Saymanowski, who was born in 
Ruesia, but is today proud of his 
American citizenship, is a most inter- 
esting man, with strong personality, 
a ready speaker, keen of wit and happy 
In his expression. In the opening of 
his address, Mr. Szymanowski en- 
preesed his satisfaction at being able 
to hear an American tell his impres- 
sions of Russia, and then in a very 
courteous way. he explained some of 
the points not understood by Mr. 
Wadeworth in a very clear, interest- 
ing way. While his subject was upon 
the women of Russia and their life, he 
very often-branched off on a just con- 
demnation of the autocratic govern- 
ment of Russia and the wide and evil 
results of the system. Once in von- 
trasting the customs among the Rus- 
mans forthe protection of their giris 
and in the preserving of the perfection 
of womanhood, Mr. Szymanowski took 
off some of the American customs 

ng careless girls, especially the 
reprehensible habit of gum chewing, in 
a very telling way. t_was plain to 
see how some of the ways and man- 
ners of the “new woman impressed 
a foreigner. 

In considering the women of Russia, 
the speaker divided them for conven- 
fence into three classes, the lower.

orant, hard working, good and with 
but little in her life to inspire higher 
ambitions. The woman of middle class 
was described as somewhat better edu- 
cated, and usually dressed in Eyro- 
pean costume, whose husband was or- 
dinarily a factory hand, but the well- 
efucated and refined woman of the 
upper stratum of society, was declared 
to be very like, in most ways, all intel- 
ligent women all over the world. The

NGINE CRUSHES 
LIFE OUT. 


FATAL ACCIDENT IN RAILROAD 
YARDS AT SAN PEDRO. 


— 22 — 


Defective Rail Throws Locomotive 
from the Track and Grinds Unfor- 
tunate Man Under Pilot—Bursting 
of a Water Tank Causes Tempo- 
rary Flood. 


SAN PEDRO, Feb. .es B. 
Sullivan, aged 30. «a switchman em- 
ployed in the yards of the Southern 
Pacific Company here, was_run over by 
engine No. 1072 about 2 o'clock this 
afternoon and instantly killed. 

The accident occurred on a sidetrack 
and curve, and was caused by a defec- 
tive rall. The üsh- plate on the rail was 
only bolted on one side, and the rail 
spread, throwing the engine off the 
track. It plowed along the rails for 
several feet, and finally sank down into 
the soft earth. Young Sullivan was 


and the full weight 
of the front of the engine 
crushed the life out of the unfortunate 
The section crew was sent for, 
and several minutes succeeded in 
shoveling enough dirt from under the 
pilot to enable them to extricate the 
| unfortunate man, but life was extinct. 
N. . a fellow-ewitchman, 
was on the foot board with Sullivan 
but was on the upper side, and had a 
narrow escape. The trousers on his 
left leg were hadly torn, but eae 
caped uninjured. Sullivan was mar- 
ried only a few months ago, and in ad- 
dition to to his widow, leaves a mother, 
two sisters and a brother residing here, 
and bes a married sister, Mrs. Nellie 
Sheehan, living at Long Beach. 
Considerable blame attaches to the 
railroad company on account of the un- 
safe condition of the tracks on the 
reh where the accident happened.

Where the engine plowed 
through, several of the ties were more 
or less decayed. The death of young 
Sullivan is the second among the train- 
men in this yard, Yard/Foreman L. M.

The intense heat 
of the flames has bent and twisted 
the interior ironwork into a shapeless 
mas; and sailors, viewing the ru/ns 
today, state that they do not under- 
stand how it was found possible to get 
control of the flames. Were it not for 
the fact that the captain, crew and 
passengers bebaved with the utmost 
coolness, the vessel would have un- 
doubtedly been destroyed and the loss 
of life been very great.

NOVELTY IN WARFARE. 
TACTICS OF THE JAPS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 
TOKIO, Feb. 28.— [By Asiatie Ca- 
bie.] On account of Admiral Togo’s 
successes at Port Arthur, the reopen-

These dashes, -brief battles, speedy 
withdrawals are a novelty in naval 
warfare which warrant the considera- 
tion of strategists. Admiral Togo’s 
reliance, particularly on gunnery, is 
Tully warranted by his gunners clear- 
ly outshooting the Russians. He con- 
stantly fought at a long range, punish- 
ing the enemy severely and escaping 
without serious damage himself. The 
personne! of his forces is shown in an- 
other way, by the superiority of the 
officers and men who are anxious to 
undertake hazardous duty.

“I have had numerous representa- 
tions from English and other newspa- 
pers upon this subject, but I believe 
that our position in the case is not only 
right, but will be admitted to be such 
by those who look carefully into the 
circumstances. We are fighting against 
numerical odds which are quite out of 
proportion to the odds against any 
combatant in recent wars.

Even at 
the risk of allenating temporarily the 
friendship of the press of the world, 
we must prevent even a whieper of our 
real intentions reaching our powerful 
enemy.

E MANUFACTURING POSS! - 
BILITIES. 

The field of manufacturing possi- 
vilities in Southern Culffornia is con- 
stantly widening. Even as recently a- 
ten years ago few would have been Fo 
bold as to venture the prediction that 
Los Angeles vould ever become an im- 
portant manufacturing city. This is 
now not only poesible, but quite préb- 
able. This section possesses many ad- 
vantages over eastern cities for man- 
ufacturing. The climate is a valuable 
asset, obviating the necessity for ex- 
pensive, solid buildings, and permit 
ting work to be continued all the year 
round, while in the East much work 
has to be discontinued during the win. 
ter months. The high freight charges 
from the East act as a sort of pro- 
tective tariff to the local manufac- 
turer, especially where, ux in the cate 
of woolen goods, freight his to be paid 
from here to the East and back again, 
a distance of %% miles. Lest, but by 
no means least, the comparative free- 
dom from labor trobbles that Los Au- 
geles enjoys must, if continued, act as 
a great inducement to those who are 
looking for a location for a factory 
where they may pursue their legiti- 
mate business unmolested by unrens- 
onable union-labor tyrania, 

The climatic oadvrrtages enjoyed ty 
Southern California are even more 
for-reaching than is indicated in the 
above reference. In certain linex of 
manufacturing the sun plays a very 
important part. For instance, in the 
manufacturing of woolen and wooden 
goods, it has been shown that much 
Gner des of wool can be manufac- 
tured here, in this sunny climate, than 
in the East. It has been the custom 
for the northern lumber mills to send 
trainioads of shingles to Southern 
Catifornia, to be ac in the open, 
so as to become “cured” before they 
are shipped to the Fast. This climatic 
feature promises to result in great 
things to Southern California, in the 
shape of musical instrument makitig, 
particularly musical instruments into 
ihe composition of which wood enters 
lergely, such as pianos and _ violins. 
Reference was recent'y made in The 
Jimes to an interesting industry es- 
tablished here about a year ago, in the 
shape of a factory for the manvfac- 
ture of piano sounding boards. Thie 
looks like a small thing, but in the 
aggregate the number and value of 
these boards consumed every year in 
the United States is great. It has 
been shown that such boards, made in 
Southern California, are vastly su- 
perior in point of resonance to those 
made in the ast, because they can 
here be dried in the sun, whereas ip 
the Fast they have to be steamed, 
which, takes the guiamy matter out of 
the cells. The difference in tone can 
be immediately detected by anyone. 
Alfred Doige, who is at the head of 
thie enterprise, as well as of the felt

Angeles should not, in time, become 5 
noted center for the manufacture of 
Musical instruments of. wood. Already 
we have an organ factory that hos 
turned out some fine instruments, and 
is now constructing the largest organ 
in the world. An eastern plano man- 
utacturer has been looking over the 
field, and admits that Los Angeles of- 
fers many advantages for the estab- 
lishment of a piano factory. In addi- 
tion to the feature of resonance in the 
sun-dried lumber, there is the advan- 
tege that the Los Angeles manufac. 
torer can dry his varnish in the oper 
air, Which means that the varn'sh wil! 
be much harder, and consequently 
present the highest polish, such as we 
find on Japanese goods. Since a plano 
manufacturer can here obtain the bes: 
Kind of lumber at a very low price 
and also can have his felts and ham- 
mers made here and will furthermore 
have the advantage of $12 to $15 
freight which every dealer has to pay 


who gets his piano from the East/ it 


seems as a proposition as can be 
wished for. 

Another interesting fact in this con- 
nection is the statement that the cele- 
brated Cremona violins, which are 
noted for the sweetness of their tone, 
and for which immense prices have 
sometimes been paid, are made unde: 
very similar conditions to those pre- 
valiing here, climatically, and in re- 
gerd to the wood supply. This is u 
{act that should be brought to the at- 
tention of some experienced manufac- 
turers of musical instruments, such as 
tiolins and guitars and mandolins, It 
might result in the establishment of 
a new and important industry here. 

Returning to the question of piano 
making, Amerioan manufacturers of 
planos were recent'y astonished at «a 
report sent in by one E. L. Harris, 4 
United States commercial agent in 
Europe, who unequivocally stated that 
“Germany leads the word in piano 
manufacturing.” Being an official re- 
port, it was sent out by the Associated 
Press and appeared in the daily pa- 
pers. Believing. that fo erroneous 4 
Siatement should meet denial, the ed- 
itor of the Musical Times wrote a let- 
ter to the Chleaso Tribune, which was 
published, and a plano manufacturer, 
in behalt of the piano-manufacturing 
industry of this country, sent the ar- 
ti¢le to his personal friend, George B. 
Cortelgou, Secretary of Commerce, ac- 
companied by a letter that expressed 
his opinions. In this letter the manu- 
facturer stated that his company alone 
manufactures annually one-fourth as 
many pianos as are made in all Ger- 
many, and as for quality, it has been 
known for years that the leading ar- 
tiets of the world use American pianos.

SACRAMENTO RIVER FALLING.

Instead of re- 
ceiving him with open arms, they have 
received him with ridicule, which in 
some cases has been accompanied by 
open violence, from which the modern 
“Elijah” has escaped with considerable 
difficulty. 

A dispatch from Melbourne, dated 
February 28, gives some account of an 
attempted meeting by Dowie in the 
Exposition Building, which was bro- 
ken up by the crowd's shouting and 
singing comic songs. “He was obliged 
to abandon the evening meeting,” says 
the dispatch, “and was himself chased 
around the city by the rough element, 
the mob yelling challenges to him to 
justify hirmpelf as a prophet.” It is 
further stated that “public antago- 
nism is so strong that Dowie has been 
refused rooms at a fashionable ho- 
tel. On another occasion a mob 
raided the platform where Dowie was 
speaking, making it necessary for the 
“prophet” to flee for his life, and it 
was with difficulty that he at length 
found a place of safety, after having 
been pursued through the streets for 
a considerable distance by a howling 
mob bent on doing him bodily vio- 
lence. 

All this does not indicate a very 
pronounced’ spirit of tolerance among 
the Australians; this much is certain. 
But it is a nice ethical question how 
far the spirit of tolerance for obvious 
humbugs should be carried, for the 
good of the community. Quite possi- 
bly, there is such a thing as carrying 
it too far—aend in the opinion of some 
very good people we have carried this 
tolerance too far in the United States. 
The point f debatable. We have pro- 
ceeded upon the theory that humbugs 
and fallacies, left alone, would gener- 
ally expose themselves in due course 
of time. To some extent this com- 
fortable theory has been borne out by 
experience, though the process of ex- 
posure has usually been rather slow 
and unsatisfactory. 

The theory and practice of our vor- 
ernment are such that a great deal of 
latitude must necessarily be allowed 
for the promulgation and propagation 
of all sorts of theories and isms. 
Some of these are comparatively harm- 
less, and some are quite the reverse. 
Broadly speaking, the sifting processes 
of public opinion will generally sep- 
arate the false from the true, and 80 
minimize the evil results of fallacious 
teachings. It is neverthless a 
known fact that almost any sort of 
crank idea can secure a following of 
some proportions if snrewdly and per- 
sistently pressed upon public attention. 
Inasmuch as it would be manifestly 
impracticable, under a democratic 
form of government, to set up a cen- 
sorship for the arbitrary determina- 
‘tion of the higher questions of ethics, 
there would seem to be no alternative 
but to fall back upon public opinion 
as the final arbiter, trusting to com- 
mon sense and experience to lead pub- 
lic opinion in right directions. False- 
hood may flourish for a time; but the 
truth is mighty, and will in the end 
prevail. 

There is a cool assumption among 
certain ‘prentice politicians that Los 
Angeles can pick up two of the dele- 
gates-at-large to the National Repub- 
lican Convention, it being taken for 
granted that two of the four will be 
selected fram south of the mountains. 
Even so, it might be wiser politics to 
bear in mind that Southern California 
embraces much territory and many 
worthy Republicans. 


The national government is to loan 
$4,600,000 to the Louiglana Purchase 
Exposition corporation, taking as se- 
curity a lien on the gate receipts. The 
government is (o receive @ per cent. 
of the gate receipts every. fifteen days 
after May (the first month of the 
exposition,) until the entire loan of $4,- 
600.000 has been refunded. It is fur- 
ther provided in the agreement that 
the Secretary of the Treasury may, in 
his discretion, take over the manage- 
ment and control of the World's Fair 
finances. Of course the emtire coun- 
try sincerely hopes that the exposition 
will be a success, financially and other- 
wise; but the history of similar enter- 
prises shows that they are seldom suc- 
cessful from a financial point of view, 
and it is impossible that before the 
big show is ended Uncle Sam may be 
running it. The wisdom of govern- 
ment loans of this kind is more than 
doubtful 


Reports from the Redlands section 
state that tourists are abusing the wel. 
come extended to them there, driving 
parties invading orange orchards, and 
helping themselves to the fruit. It looks 
like a small thing for half a dozen 
people to pick two or three oranges 
apiece In a grove, but if that is done 
eeveral times a day, and every day 


aggregate to a heavy loss. It might 
be a good idea, at tourist centers, to 
provide emall groves of fine orange 
trees, where tourists could go and revel 
in picking the golden frult—at so much 
per pick. Southern California orange 
growers are by no means stingy. but it 
costs much time and money to bring 
an orange grove into bearing, and the 
grower is not always a miliionaire. 
Tourists should think of this. 


Hon. Martin J. Wade of Towa, in a 
speech delivered recently in the House 
of Representatives, eloquently declared 
that “when some mountaineer down in 
Kentucky undertakes to gather the 
fragrance of the flowers, and the rays 
of the sunshine, and the music of the 
birds, and the glories of the heavens, 
and blend them all into a Iittle moon- 
shine whisky, there is always some- 
body there to see that he is brought 
before the commissioner and prose- 
cuted under the law.” It a Kentucky 
statesman, instead of one from lowa, 
bed paid this glowing tribute to Ken- 
tucky moonshine firewater, we should 
have hed no doubt as to the source of 
Ms inspiration. The burning question 
now arises, what brand is Hon. Mar- 
tin J. Wade's preference? 


By the terms of the treaty recently 
concluded between Japan and Korea, 


Japan undertakes to guarantee “the 
independence and the territorial in- 
tegrity of Korea, while the latter 


government agrees to “place full con- 
fidence in the imperial government of 
Japan and adopt the advice of the lat- 
ter In regard to improvements in ad- 
ministration.”” The treaty also allows 
Japan to occupy Korean territory when 
it deems such a step necessary. The 
Koreans may be satisfied with this 
kind of independence and territorial 
integrity, but it looks very much as 
though they had had it thrust upon 
them unsolicited. 


As was expected, the talk in some of 
the infantile newspapers about the 
Council's rising in rebellion against 
the veto of Acting Mayor Bowen on 
the Ubrery-bond proposition, was all 
bosh. The Council accepted the situa- 
tion yesterday with good grace. Ap- 
parently it realised its former mis- 
take.

, Saw the end of the contest, and only by 
taking the full count on four different 
occasions did Sullivan manage to pull 
“through. The main feature of the fight 
| Was the great amount of infighting. 
They hung together for a minute at 
“time, using either hand that they could 
get Corbett proved himself very 
much*superior in that style of —- 
as he seemed to punch harder a 
short distance.

vor. Sullivan is reported to have wag- 
,ered $500 against $1500 that he woulJ 
be returned the victor. Both the prin- 
cipals weighed in this afternoon and 
had po trouble in making the specified 
weight, 130 pounds. Both had trained 
faithfully for tonight's contest, and 
were. in the best of condition. Eddie 
Graney acted as referee. 

The preliminary events were better 
than the average contsts of this kind.

FAIRBANKS JOYS IN 
SUBSTANTIAL BOOM. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE 


We March 1.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The fact that a 
boom of substantial proportions 
has been started for Senator Fairbanks 
of Indiana for Vice-President shows 
that the last straw has been removed 
from the President's clear road to the 
nomination for President, and conse- 
quently he will not be obliged to bump 
anything in the way in his progress.

Fair- 
banks talked politics with a large num- 
ber of Senators, and his political taik 
went into no broader field than his own 
possible nomination on the ticket with 
the President. This evening, however, 
there came an inspiring statement 
from the neighborhood of the White 
House, which stated with emphasis 
that the President has no candidate for 
Vice-President, but intends to leave 
that selection absolutely to the na- 
tional Republican convention, just as 
President McKinley did four years ago 
when Col. Roosevelt himself was nom- 
inated for Vice-President at Philadel- 
phia. 

The President and his political 
friends believe it to be a good thing 
that the convention have a4 warm 
fight over the second place on the tick- 
et, as there was years ago, when four 
or five names were being urged upon 
the vention, and the result was the 
selec of Col. Roosevelt, even 
against his will. 

The indications are that the Pres- 
ident intends to follow precisely the 
same course that President McKin- 
ley followed in the last campaign. He 
will take no active part in the anti- 
convention proceedings; will not try to 
influence the convention, and after his 
own nomination will take the ground 
that it is not becoming in a President 
of the United States to take an active 
speaking part in his own campaign.

NEW YORK, March 1.—(Ex#lusive 
Dispatch.}] Unless Sir Thomas Lipton 
can find a designer to turn out a blue- 
print of a boat capable of beating the 
Reliance, he will probably never again 
be seen in these waters as a challenger 
for the America’s cup. The New York 
Yacht Club will not go beyond the 
deed of gift of the cup, nor ts there 
any member anxious to spend some 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
building a boat on the Lipton model, 
ust for the pleasure of seeing the 
ronet sail away with the cup. 
Lipton some time ago wrote to the 
New York Yacht Club sarge Ry he 
might challenge with a boat u r the 
ninety-foot water Une, and also if the 
club would be willing to have the cha!- 
lenger, no matter what the water line, 
between the 6 and %-foot limits, for 
single-stickers, measured for time al- 
lowance in accordance with the new 
rating rule of the club. Boats of the 
Columbia and Reliance types would be 
heavily penalized under this rule, es- 
jally the latter type, which would 
practically shut out from the race. 
At the last general meeting of the 
New York Yacht Club, a committee 
was appointed to consider LApton’s 
proposals and formulate a reply. The 
committee has been herd at work on 
the matter eince then, and has arrived 
at the conclusion, which le agreed to 
by all members of the club, that noth- 
ing can be done in proposals. way of meet- 


deed of gift specifically provides 
that “the club challenging for the cup 
and the club holding the same may, by 
mutual consent, male amy 4arrange- 
ment satisfactory to both as to dates, 
courses, number of trials, rules and 
sailing regulations. The deed of gift 
makes no provision for time allowance, 
so that the challenger is not entitied 
to any, and the measurement rules 
come into play only for the purpose of 
time allowence. 

Lipton, in oher words, may send any 
sort of a challenger he pleases within 
the 65 and 90-foot water line, but, ac- 
cording to the deed of gift, he is not 
entitled to any time allowance. Time 

allowance was made, given and taken 
under the old sall-area rule. but it is 
considered too much to ask for a 

measurement that would give an al- 
lowance which would’ bar such boats 
as the Reliance from the race.

A series of minor accidents, due to 
defective engines, which began on the 
long wharf at Port Los Angeles be- 
fore 12 o'clock Monday night, culmi- 
nated in a general smash-up about 
1:45 p. m., on Twenty-fifth street, this 
city, Just west of the point where the 
Southern Pacific trach cross the Pa- 
eine Blectric’s Long Beach line. 

Probably not in the history of the 
Santa Monica-Port Los Angeles branch 
hes the Southern Pacific been sub- 
jected to greater expehse and mofe 
annoying delay in moving a trainicad 
of freight. 

With four locomotives the company 
was unable to move seventeen carloads 
of freight from the Port Los Angeles 
wharf to the freight sheds in this city, 
in twenty-four hours.

Hie aniffed with scorn at the conten- 
tion of the prosecution that Griffith 
wanted to kill his wife to avold an 
arcounting of her Inheritance from the 
Mesmer estate.

Rogers brought the weapon and ex- 
plained its action. The old juror want- 
ed to know if a hammerless revolver 
could go off in a struggle. To show 
him, Rogers gave him the stack of the

Highwayman a Gentleman in Com- 
parison With Thie Gang, Says 
Capt. Auble—Biack’s Joint Run- 
ning Full Blast and Winning Big. 


“As compared with that man O’Brien 
a highwayman is a gentieman. The

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 27.—{To the 
Editor of The Times.] In your issue 
of the Ast inst. you quote without com- 
ment an article from the Baltimore 

un, purporting to give reasons why 

negro is being dispensed with in 
the militia of the Southern States. It 
is not true that the negro is being dis- 
pensed with because of fear from the 
whites on account of his (the negro’s) 
use of incendiary utterances endanger- 
ing the lite and property of his white 
neighbors, for the militia as a rule is 
composed of some of the very bes: 
men of the commenwealth, who fully 
appreciate the importance of being one 
of the State's guards ready and will- 
ing to uphold the dignity of the law in 
obedience to the orders of the Gov- 
ernor. The insinuating sentences in 
the Sun are an insult to the manhood 
of both races in Georgia, for there. the 
militiamen wearing black skins stand 
clearly on their record for loyalty and 
patriotiem. The negro was commis- 
sioned in Georgia ty Joseph E. Brown, 
A. H. Colquitt, John R. Gordon and 
Alex Stephens, all of whom were Gov- 
crnors and Senators. These men were 
the idols cf the South because of their 
war record: they were devoted to the 
white man's interest and they labored 
to show the new citizen that the South 
presented many wholesome advyan- 
tages to him as against the North and 
the East. It was these liberty-loving 
heroes of Civil War fame who armed 
the negro. His service in Georgia de- 
gan in the early seventies, and not a 
single case of mutiny or conduct to 
the prejutiice of good order and miu 
tury discipline, or a failure to per- 
form every duty assigned him can be 
charged to his record.

NO LAND LEGISLATION. 
REASONS FOR LACK THEREOF. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE Tm! 

WASHINGTON (D. c.) March 2.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch] The statement 
was made today upon good au- 
thority that there will be no public 
land legislation during this session of 
Congress. Two reasons were assigned 
for this understanding. One was that 
the special commilesion appointed by 
the President to investigate land mat- 
ters and report on the sort of legisia- 
tion that is needed to conserve the 
public domain, eliminate fraud from 
public land matters and protect home- 
steaders, will not be able to get its re- 
port to Congress in time for action at 
this session, and that it will be un- 
possible, without manifest discour- 
tesy to the President, to attempt land 
legislation until the work of the com- 
tnission appointed by him is available 
to Congress. 

It was also stated that the House 
Committee on Public Lands is opposed 
to action at this session, and that, In 
eddition to this, the Senate Commit- 
dee on Public Lands, which is not 
positively opposed to action, would like 
to see the matter go over for another 
year. The commission appointed by the 
President to inquire into public land 
matters consists of Commissioner 
Richards of the General Land Office, 
Gifford, Pinchot, of the division of for- 
eetry and F. H. Newell of the Geolog- 
ical Survey, who has charge of the ir- 
rigation projects being undertaken by 
the government. These three commis- 
sioners have completed their indepen- 
dent investigations, but have not yet 
had a meeting to make up their joint 
report. The understanding is that they 
will have their first meeting within 
the next week, and that it will take 
them about a month to get their report 
ready and submit it to Congress. 

Representative Needham of Califer- 
nia, who is a member of the Public 
Land Committee of the House, said 
today that it was not true that the 
committee has decided to report to the 
House that no public land legisitaion 
should be had at this session. 

“Our committee has not discussed 
the matter at all,” said Mr. Need- 
ham, “and therefore it has not agreed 
either to report or not report land leg- 
islation. We cannot, however, very 
well go ahead with the work of fram- 
ing legislation until we hear from the 
commission appointed last fall by the 
President. d have made inquiries about 
the progress.of the report of this com- 
mission several times, and have been 
unable to get satisfaction.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
twelfth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Lumber Dealers’ 48 
sociation was begun here today. There 
are more than two hundred lumber- 
men in attendance. The members 
called at the White House during the 
day, where they were received by the 
President, who, after extending to 
each of his callers a cordial greeting, 
made a brief sicech.

AIN PROBABILITIES. 

Since the last review of the weather 
situation appeared in these columns. 
we have had another good soaking 
rain, amounting in Los Angeles to .73 
inches. Fortunately this. season the 
small amount of rain that has fallen 
has not been taken out of the ground 
immediately afterward by desiccating 
winds, as sometimes happens. In 
some sections of Southern California 
considerably more rain fell than in 
Los Angeles, and in a few sections 
less. The heaviest rainfall, as a rule, 
was in the section north of Los An- 
geles, although in some cases there 
was a marked difference in the 
amount of rainfall in this city and 
at places quite near by, as reported by 
local observers. For instance, the ob- 
server at Sierra Madre, only about 
twelve miles from Los Angeles, re- 
ports a fall of over two inches. 

This rain brings the total rainfall 
of the season, from September 1 to 
February 29, up to 3.25 inches, an 
exceptionally small amount. About 
the only previous season during the 
past twenty-five years when the rain- 
fall has been so small as this for the 
same period was in 1898-99, when the 
total rainfall of the season amounted 
to only 5.53 inches, the smallest on 
record for twenty-five years. In that 
season the rainfall from September 1 
to February 29 amounted to only 2.91 
inches, or somewhat less than this sea- 
son. The next lightest rainfall of a 
season was in 1893-94, when the total 
In that season, 
however, the rainfall up to the end 
of February amounted to 6.03 inches, 
or nearly twice as much as this sea- 
603. 

Reports from the surrounding coun- 
try state that pasture is beginning to 
show up well. and grain is coming 
forward encouragingly, but heavy 
rains will yet be needed to insure even 
a fair crop of anything but hay. There 
still remain two months in which we 
bave a chance of getting several inches 
more of rain. The average rainfall] for 
March is 2.72 inches, the lowest being 
2.01, 


in 1885, and the highest 12.26, in 
1884, when the total rainfall for the 
season amounted to over 38 inches. 
.n 24 hours March, 1883-4, 3.18 inches 
or rain fell. In March, 1893, the rain- 
fall amounted to 8.52 inches. People 
who lived at that time down by the 
river bed will not soon forget that 
season, during which several people 
were drowned in the Los Angeles 
River. Besides those two years, there 
have been ten years out of the past 
twenty-five in which the rainfall for 
March exceeded. 2 inches, and only 
nine years in which it was less than 
an inch. Taking the five seasons in 
which less than 10 inches of rain fell 
during the season, we find that the 
rainfall of March has been respec- 
tively, .01, .37, 2.97, .98, 1.81, and .99, 
an average of 1.19 inches, so that we 
may reckon, with reasonable proba- 
bility, on a rainfall of at least an Inch 
during the present month, and pos- 
sibly we may have two or three times 
as much. 

For the month of April the average 
of twenty-five years is 1.10 inches. 
The heaviest was 5.06 in 1880, and the 
‘lowest 0.2 in 1897. For four consecu- 
tive years, from 1884 to 1887, the April 
rainfall was exceptionally large, being 
3.58 in 1884, 2.01 in 1885, 3.32 in 1886, 
and 2.36 in 1887. Besides these years 
there were four years in which over 
an inch fell in the month of April. 


The recent catching at Avalon of 
a record-breaking yellowtail of fifty 
pounds, the largest by two pounds 
ever caught with rod and reel, sug- 
gests once more the fact that Catalina 
Island fish stories have probably done 
as much as any one thing, outside of 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Midwinter Times, to advertise South- 
ern California throughout the world.

The American Anti-Boyco‘t As 
sociation, organized in June, 199°. by 
100 manufacturers and employ2:3 of 
labor in this country for the pucgose 
of resisting boycotts, s coiling o great 
work throughout the East in destroy- 
ing this nefarious practice of union 
ism. The association tow has a wem- 
bership of about 225 of the most 
prominent concerns in the country, 
whose aggregate pay roll exceeds 885. 
000,000. The association is rapidly ex- 
tending both the scope of its work 
and the size of its membership, and 
is gaining ground in the West as fast 
as its purposes become known and 
the importance and value of its work 
are apprectated. Its operations are 
chiefly conducted throug) the office 
of the secretary, Charles Biggs, No. 
13 Astor Place, New York City. 

This organization is in many re- 
spects unlike any other of its class. 
It does not necessarily oppose unions, 
except in so far as they seek to de- 
stroy individual liberty and good citl- 
zenship. Its principal function is to 
prevent boycotts, if possible, and to 
crush such as arise. Its endeavors 
are directed to provide against the 
boycott of any of its members, the 
boycott of the product of its mem- 
bers, the boycott of non-union work- 
men; and theexpenditure of its funds 
in fighting the boycott is limited to 
counsel, court and witness fees and 
incidental expenses. 

The @ssociation believes that public 
opinion will sustain an appeal to the 
courts for the punishment of con- 
spirators who are tiring to subvert 
our system of government by interfer- 
ing with good citizenship, individual 
liberty, the right of any citizen to 
work for a livelihood and the youth 
to acquire a trade. 

The organization daes not contem- 
plate the raising of fundr to be dis- 
bursed for the assistance of mem- 
bers suffering from strikes, but wilt 
confine itself to aiding its members 
in securing legal protection for them- 
selves and employés. It is proposed 
to secure this protection largely 
through the injunction or conviction 
of boycotters. 

This association appears to have en- 
tered the campaign in a deliberate, 
carefully-considered anc thoroughly 
praiscoworthy manner. Its greatest 
strength, and the feature which must 
appeal strongly to An:erican freemen, 
lies in the fact thai It stands solely 
and squarely upon the law of the 
land. Itself law-abiding, it proposes 
to do what it can to make all 
others law-abiding, very natur- 
ally directing its attention to those 
with whom it comes into closest 
contact and who are admittedly 
in need of a restraining and guiding 
hand.

Beyond this al- 
ready large result is the additional 
fact that success to the Japanese 
arms means that western methods of 
business development will be intro- 
duced, leading to a large expansion of 
the commerce of the countries affected. 
Being, as we are, persona grata with 
both China and Japan, it is reason- 
able to anticipate that we will share, 
perhaps more largely than any other 
country. in such expansion. 

If. as we should hope, Japan suc- 
ceeds in keeping Russia with her 
closed-door policy out of Korea and 
drives her out of Manchuria, it means 
the sale of more American goods to 
both Korea and Manchuria and also 
to Japan. 

In 1902 the imports of Manchuria 
amounted to about $11,000,000, Amer- 
ican.

FINE OR JAIL 
FOR GRIFFITH. 


Convicted of Assault With a 
Deadly Weapon. 


Jury Leaves His Fate to 
Court Discretion. 


Locked up Until Saturday, 
Pending Sentence. 


_ After six hours’ wrangling, the jury 
at 9:20 o'clock last night brought in 
a verdict of “guilty” against Col. Grif- 
fith J. Griffith—guilty of assault with 
a deadly weapon, a lesser offense than 
charged. 


The punishment may be either a 
fine, not to exceed $5000, or imprison- 
ment either in the County Jail or 
State’s prison not to exceed a period 
of two years. It lies in Judge Smith's 
discretion, next Saturday morning, to 
make Griffith either a felon or fix the 
offense as a misdemeanor. 

Griffith's lawyers are so well satis- 
fied that Judge Smith will be merciful, 
that both Rogers and McKinley stated 
positively last night that no appeal 
will be taken. 

They held a consultation with Judge 
Smith after the verdict. and Rogers 
came out laughing, ““Well, it is — 
good to get him off on a 
nor, isn’t it?”

plot. 

Stark called at Mr. Wideman’s office 
last Thursday and said he had been 
directed to him as a good lawyer to 
try a damage suit. He requested a 
private interview, and after having 
looked under the lawyer's desk and 

his private office to assure 
himself no one was present to over- 


Mr. Wideman soon came to the cos 
clusion that the man was demented, 
and frankly told him that he thought 
he had no case, to which Stark re 
plied: 

“I have consulted nine other law- 
yers and you are the first one that 
has discouraged me. The others have 
been bought up by Huntington, how- 
ever, and that is why I have come to 
you for help.” 

Wideman assured him that he could 
do nothing for him, and that the dest 
thing would be to let the matter drop, 
but Stark was not satisfied.

Bids were invited and 
all the cement firms were asked to 
present them.

The bids were received at the la- 
terior Department Monday, and on 
examination, they were found ell very 
high. The committee n charge m- 
vited a report from one of the reclama- 
tion engineers as to the probable cost 
to the government to manufacture its 
own ematerial. This report was pre- 
sented forthwith. According to the 
engineers, the government can man- 
ufacture cement at a cost of $3.00 per 
barrel. This includes the expense of 
putting up a plant, labor, transporta- 
tion, ete. At this rate, the government 
wouid save $2 per barrel on material 
made according to prices asked by ce- 
ment manufacturers. 

It was further stated in the report 
that the cost to manufacture the ce- 
ment would decrease per barrel as the 
number of barrels increased, thus a 
saving of $300,000 would be made on 
barrels and a saving of $500,000 
on 260,000 barrels. On these represen- 
tations, the committee rejected all bids 
and will make a report accordingly to 
the Secratary of the Interior. It is be- 
lieved now the government will go to 
work manufacturing its own material 
without further parley with manufac- 
turers, as they have been given their 
chance. 


CONCURRENT CANAL PAYMENTS. 
SHAW NOTIFIES BANKS

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Secretary 
Shaw has notified all special national 
bank depositories, including those of 
New York City, that they will be re- 
quired to pay, on account of the Fan- 
ama Canal purchase, 20 per cent. of 
their holdings of government funds on 
or before March 25. The 20 per cent. 
aggregates about $30,000,000, leaving 
about $20,000,000 to be supplied by the 
treasury. 

It has deen decided heretofore to have 
the depository national banks in New 
York City pay their individual propor- 
tions over to the New York subtreasury 
at once to meet at this time the pay- 
ment due Panama, and later to pay the 
new canal company at Paris the $4,- 
000,000 due it by calls on national bank 
depositories outside New York City. 

In view, however, of news received 
from Paris later in the day to the effect 
that the French company would call 
a meeting of its directors and carry out 
the formalities necessary to the trans- 
fer of the title of the property to the 
United States, it was thought best to 
make the two payments to the canal 
company and to the republic of Panama 
concurrentiy about April 1,

The scandals in the Postoffice De- 
partment have turned out to be far 
more extensive agd widespread than 
was at first supposed. The story of 
the peculations that have been going 
on is not pleasant reading for patri- 
otic men who are proud of their coun- 
try. It is encouraging, however, to 
note the vigorous and uncompromising 
attitude of the administration in this 
connection.

“In 1901, according to the latest sta- 
tistics of the International Postal 
Union, Great Britain, France, and 
Germany alone—not to speak of the 
other countries—mailed more than 9,- 
000,000,000 pieces of matter, as com- 
pared with more than 7,000,000,000 
pieces mailed in the United States. 
“The other countries of the world, 
omitting Great Britain, had 48,000 
miles of post routes more than we. 
Great Britain’s post routes added to 
this total would make the difference 
even greater. Thus, notwithstanding 
merican railroad 


the cheapness of A 
rates on other traffic than mail, for- 


eign postoffices, taken all together, 
handle vastly more mail than ours, 
send it farther over a greater number 
of post routes, and pay less for the 
service. It cost our government m 
1901, in round numbers, $38,500,000 
for railroad transportation alone; the 
rest of the world for all their domestic 
transportation, by railroad, by wagon, 
and by messengers, paid but $37,000,- 
000—$1,500,000 less. 

The United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment reports a deficit for last year of 
$4,000,000. The real deficit is said to 
be $1,000,000 greater, for in the pecu- 
liar bookkeeping used in recording 
postal accounts, the salaries of the 
Postoffice Department, the rent of 
large city postoffices, and other postal 
items are not charged as postal expen- 
ses. But even at $4,000,000, the posta: 
deficit is a national disgrace when we 
consider that it is unnecessary. It is 
caused, in the main, by the inordinate 
railway mail pay. 

These are striking facts, which are 
surely deserving of the attention 
of those members of Congress who are 
anxious to earn.a reputation as 
“watch dogs of the Treasury.” 


PENING FOR CALIFORNIA 
LEMONS. 

Most of the horticultural indus 
tries of California have had their 
ups and downs, since they first began 
to assume commercial importance. 
This is true of all branches of horti- 
culture, as the growing of raisin 
grapes, of prunes, and oranges, and 
olives, and lemons, particularly the 
two last named. This, however, is 
no new thing. Half a century ago, 
when one year the exceedingly high 
price of potatoes induced mahy peo 
ple to plant thousands of acres in 
this vegetable, the following year 
there was a great surplus, so that 
potatoes were sold at the cost of the 
sacks. The speculative fever inherited 
from the early gold days has entered 
to a great extent into the agricultural 
and horticultural industries of the 
State. A man will borrow money to 
plant thousands of acres of wheat, on 
the chance of a sufficient rainfall, 
Knowing that the result will either 
make or break him. Then, again, hor- 
ticulturists, when the market for 


their crop has been poor for several

charges“ The chief difficulty, how- 
ever, appears to be the fact that most 
of the lemons ripen during the winter, 
when the demand for the fruit is at 
the lowest ebb, and it has so far 
been found difficult to keep them in 
perfect condition until the summer 
months bring a loud cry for cooling 
beverages. Recently the Santa Fé 
Company, which has shown an intel- 
ligent and praiseworthy desire to for- 
ward the industries of California, has 
essayed a plan for storing lemons 
in the great centers of the Middle 
West, for the benefit of the growers. 
The complete results of this experi- 
ment have not been, so far, received. 

A lemon grower recently advanced 
in the Pasadena News a suggestion 
which appears to be well worth con- 
sidering. He says: 

“San Francisco is thirty days from 
Australia, the cost of placing large 
well-packed shipments of lemons in 
Melbourne, including local freight, 
ocean freight, packing, tariff and 
commission, is $2.50 a box as against 
the $1.65, freight, packing and selling 
charges to an Eastern town. It is 
summer in Australia, and summer 


prices rule during the months when 
our winter prices rule. Their average 
price is about 25 shillings ($6) per 
box during the time our average price 
is $2.10.” 

The Australians import most of 
their lemons from Italy, and it takes 
six weeks, against our thirty days 


to get them through, via the Suez 
Canal. With the completion of the 
harbor at San Pedro—or even before 
its thorough completion—we may, as 
The Times has said, expect to see 
big steamships carrying the products 
of Southern California to countries 
across the Pacific, where they are in 
demand. If the lemon growers of 
Southern California are wise, they 
will investigate this proposition, and 
see what can be done in this way to 
relieve the present unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the industry. — 


The Bakersfield Board of Trade has 
heen discussing the subject of estab- 
lishing closer relations between thai 
city and Los Angeles. It was decided 
to take up the question with the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce. The 
Rakersfield people will find us of Los 
Angeles more than ready to meet them 
half way in establishing closer rela- 
tions.

DISQUALIFICATION OF PARSONS 
CREATES LOUD ROW. 
Cocidental Wins in so Much of the 
Programme as Was Decided. 
_ Event Starte Late, as Usual—Some 
Geed Records Are Made in the 


Beginning the usual hour late and 
ending in the customary wrangle over 
a decision of the judges, yesterday's 
field day between Occidental and U.S.C. 
added another farce to the records of 
intercollegiate athietics in Southern 
California. Though the understanding 
at Gret was that amateur athietic rules 
would govern, toward te last it looked 
much as if the regulations drafted by 
the late lamented Marquis of Queens- 
berry would be called into action. Knots 
of excited partisan sympathizers held 
forth with great gusto and exceeding 
noise in the field: canes and hands 
whirled to and fro, and the only won- 
der is that somebody's self-restraint 
did not break bounds and precipitate 
the “rough house” that was evidently 
brewing. Happily that was avoided, 
though it would have been iittle more 
of an evil than the continuous gabfest 
that held forth from 5 to 6 o'clock last 
night in Fiesta Park. 

Athietes in this section are so accus- 
tomed to scrappy field days that they 
are considered the natural thing and 
are not held in the contempt with 
which a visiting sportsman views them. 
The public—at least that part of it 
which pays admission—is interested in 
struggle for athletic superiority

EXCITED RUSSIAN STUDENTS. 
EVEN THE GIRLS MIX IN. 
(BY THD ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)

The offended dignity 
of 167 girl students, out of 1000 who 
attended the University extension 
classes, has resulted indirectly in 
closing the university temporarily and 
in the partial closing of the techno- 
logical institute.

The resentment of the 167 girls 
grew as the meeting progressed, until 
there developed au extravagant pro- 
posal to send a message of congratu- 
lations to the Mikado. It was finally 
resolved, however, not to attend fur- 
ther lectures, and the resolutions to 
this end having been transmitted to 
the directors as unanimous action, the 
classes were closed. This action, 
however, was immediately rescinded 
when it was discovered that the reao- 
lutions did not emanate from the en 
tire student body. 

In the mieantime the recalcitrants 
had aroused the sympathy of some 
of the male students of the univer- 
sity, who called a meeting. This 
ended in factional disturbantes and 
rough encounters, with the result that 
the directors temporarily closed the 
university on account of the disorder. 

Notice of the girls’ protest having 

in the men’s technical in- 
stitute the disgust of a Jewish student 
was aroused, and he tore the docu- 
ments down. A few hot heads re- 
buked him for this act of intolerance, 
whereupon a quarrel arose and the 
Jew struck one of his opponents.

ge Oster of San Bernardino was 
sitting for Judge Smith, and he had a 
hard time of it.

Donnell told the witness to resume his 
seat, ay Judge Oster called Henry 
sharply down.

the impression that an Indian had a 
right to kill game at any time in the 
forest reserves and game refuges, as 
well as on Indian reservations, 

Permit us to say this construction 
is entirely, wrong, and having been 
copied in a number of papers, it can- 
not help but do a great deal of harm to 
the fish and game interests of the State, 
unless it is contradicted. 

Judge De Haven's decision refers only 
to Indians on Indian reservations. The 
point in this case was whether or not 
the land on which the Indian killed the 
deer was within or outside the Round 
Valley Indian reservation. There had 
been a law passed by the Federal Con- 
gress, October 1, 1890, reducing the 
boundaries of this reservation. Judge 
De Haven, in substance, held that this 
law did not become entirely effective 
until twenty-five years after the pass- 
age of the act, and although the In- 
dian in accordance with the provisions 
of that act, had received his allotment 
of land, the legal title was still in the 
United States, and the Indian was still 
a ward of the government. 

In this case it was contended by the 
State that this land was outside the 
present boundaries of the Indian reser- 
vation. Judge De Haven held that it is 
stili a part of Round Valley Indian 
reservation. His decision, therefore, 
had no reference or application to any 
government lands, except Indian reser- 
vations. Forest reserves and game 
refuges are not Indian reservations, 
and all violations thereon of the State 
fish and game laws can be prosecuted. 
So far as the rights of an Indian 
to kill game * any time on an Indian 
reservation concerned, permit us to 
say that is a close question. Authori- 
ties can be found on both sides, but 
there is no question that outside the 
boundaries of the Indian reservations 
an Indian is subject to the State laws 
the same as any other individual.

RIVERSIDE, March %—Although 
Alexander N. Karle was to have been 
sentenced tomorrow for the murder of 
Andrew P. Peterson, for some reason 
not explained he was brought into 
court this afternoon. Judge Noyes in 
passing sentence said that, personally, 
he was convinced of the man’s guilt, 
and that if he had been a member of 
the jury he would have made it mur- 
der in the first degree, instead of the 
second.

PRINCE WAS INSANE. 


Military ‘Says Von 
Wes Not Responsible for 
Killing of Natives.

BERLIN, March 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The military court of the First 
Guards Division, which yesterday be- 
gan an inquiry into the sanity of Lieut. 
Prince Prosper von Arenberg, who is

The court listened all day to the 
reading of the testimony on which the 
Prince was convicted, dealing exclu- 
sively with the killing of native WI 
ly” Cain, who was arrested on the 
Prince's suspicion that Cain meant to 
assassinate him. The testimony showed 
that the Prince shot Cain with a re- 
volver as the latter lay bound, and 
caused a soldier to run a bayonet 
through Cain's heart, the Prince him- 
sef taking the ramrod and twisting 
it around in tke bullet wound, which 
was in the head, 

A motive for the crime ‘mentioned in 
testimony of private soldiers formerly 
under the Princes command was his 
infatuation for a comely Damara wom- 
an, Yokbeth, Cain's wife, who had re- 
jected his attentions. The Prince, aft- 
er the murder, asked Yokbeth to en- 
ter his household and she replied: 
“And see the murderer of my hus- 
band every day? No.“ 

The Prince sat through the long sit- 
ting of the court, apparently unmoved.

The Sen- 
ator desired information on the sub- 
‘Jeet of rights of women in the church, 
and whether they hold any priestly 
authority. Smith said women are re- 
garded as the equais of men in all 
matters of voting, but that in “hold- 
ing priestiy office” women are not re- 
garded on the same piané.

tabie association known as the Wom- 
Men's Helier Society,” in which they 
have authority to perform certain pre- 
jecribed duties, This authority is con- 
\fined to the relieving of distress, but 
women are not ordained high priests, 
aposties or elders.

Reunion, Tayler asked Smith if he was 
correctly reported in saying that the 
Goctrine of plural marriages was a 
revelation by God to Joseph Smith, Jr., 
and to reject that would be equivalent 
to a rejection of God himself. Smith 
believed he wag correctly reported, 
and when a list of names of chose 
present, including Senator Smoot, was 
‘read, Smith said the list was correct. 
He declared that he would not have 
had the article puplished if he had been 
consulted. Pressed for a reason, he 
said that he was under injunction not 
to teach the rightfulness of polygamy, 
and that he had refrained from so do- 
ing in public 
Senator Hoar called attention to the 
fact that the speech was teaching poly- 
amy in private to the important and 
influential gathering at the reunion. 

Smith said his statement was merely 
to set right a matter of history in re- 


ner of taking more than one wife. It 
was set forth that if one wanted to 
espouse a second virgin he could do so 
by obtaining the consent of the first, 
but that it the consent of the first was 
withheld, he was at liberty to proceed 
without it. It is set forth also that 
where the first refuses consent to share 
her husband with another woman she 
would be “destroyed.” 

Senator Pettus asked the meaning of 
the word “destroyed” in that sense. 

Smith answered that she would be 
destroyed by the Lord, but that he was 
not informed “just how the Lord would 
go about it.” 

“Then it does not mean that the hus- 
band could destroy her?” Senator Pet- 
tus asked. 

“No, never.” 

“I take it, then, that the question 
getting a wife's consent to marry again 
might just as well be eliminated en- 
tirely?"' said Senator Beveridge. 

“Just as well,” answered the witness. 

Senator Overman asked Smith if he 
knew whether any one of the six 
polygamous aposties had discbeyed the 
law in regard to polygamous cohabita- 
tion since the manifesto of 1890. 

“I do not know,” answered Smith. 
“I only know that they were in the 
same status of polygamy at the time of 
the manifesto as I was myself. I do 
not pry into their family affairs. I am 
happy to say that I am not a ‘spotter’ 
or an informer. I am not a paid spy.” 

“Yet you might, without being a paid 
spy.” persisted Senator Overman. 

“I know nothing about it. As I have 
said before, I am not a spotter or, in- 
former,” answered the witness. 

The words “spotter” and “informer” 
were hissed, rather than spoken by 
Smith. 

“Neither am I a paid spotter or in- 
former,” retorted Senator Overman, 
“yet I know that in my town people 
have children. I think you might an- 
swer that question with using the 
words ‘spotter’ and ‘informer’ in that 
manner. 

“I beg the Senator's pardon,” the 
witness responded. 

Senator Dubois asked several ques- 
tions direct and to determine the cor- 
rectness of the statements that no more 
than 3 or 4 per cent. of the Mormons 
were pollgamists, and said he believed 
he could show that a greater percent- 
age of them had been convicted of the 
charge. He asked Smith how many of 
his ecessors had been monoga- 
mists, and Smith said he believed that 
all of them had plural wives. 

“And I believe you said your suc- 
cessor to the throne had more than one 
wife?” said Senator Dubois. 

“I wish to correct the Senator,” re- 
sponded Smith. “There is no successor 
to the ‘throne.’ ” 

Senator Dubois said he would with- 
draw the offensive term, that he merely 
wanted to ascertain that the successor 
had been determined upon and that he 
is now @ polygamist. The witness ad- 
mitted that this was the case. 

Quoting from the New Testament, 
Senator Hoar said it is stated that there 
is a command that “a bishop shall be 
scber and have one wife——.”. 

“At least one wife,“ Smith inter- 
rupted.

‘the United States, and that it should 
be a misdemeanor for any person to 
work more than elght hours per day 
under any circumstances. But such 
‘a plain declaration of the purpose of 
‘the bill would make it unconstitu-

At all events, whether valid or not, 
‘the proposed eight-hour law would 
be impracticable, as well as unjust 
to a large proportion of the people.

The enactment of this measure 
is demanded by but few persons, and 
its effect, if passed, would be detri- 
mental to the great majority of citi- 
zens.

The opinion is expressed 
by high officials that “the value of 
future decisions handed down by the 
arbitration tribunal is destroyed, be- 
cause, in this finding, the tribunal has 
consecrated the triumph of might 
over right.” This is of course a very 
sweeping and a very pessimistic view 
of the matter. It is hardly to be sup- 
posed that the tribunal has consented 
to commit itself to the medieval doc- 
trine that might can make right, and 
that the nation that gets its warships 
in first shall be entitled to the pref- 
erence in collecting claims against a 
weaker nation. There are probably 
some circumstances which the tribu- 
nal felt bound to take into considera- 
tion, other than the facts of the 
blockade, in giving the preference to 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy, 
and that the decision in this case is 
not to be construed as an absolute 
precedent.

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IGHT, WRONG AND RICHES.

the office of chief executive of the 
State, should have had exceptionally 
g00d opportunities of ascertaining the 
facts in regard to his statement. If 
that statement is even measurably 
true, it is certainly a striking and most 
unplersant comment upon the admin- 
istration of the law in the Golden 
State. 

When the time arrives that a ma- 
jority of the people of a nation be- 
come imbued with the belief that 
money will purchase juries and courts, 
then that nation is Standing right at 
the beginning of the downward path. 
even if it has not already entered 
thereon. We hear altogether too fre- 
quently, on all sides, such remarks as 
that so-and-so is sure to escape severe 
punishment for his crime, because he 
has plenty of money to oll the wheels 
of justice, if not in the shape of di- 
rect bribing of officials, then in heavy 
payments to skilled attorneys who are 
proficient in every “trick of the trade,” 
by which delay after delay is secured, 
until justice is ultimately worn out, 
the attention of the public diverted, 
and the question at issue almost for- 
gotten—except by the taxpayers, who 
have had to foot a big bill for the ex- 
penses of prosecuting the case. It is 
true that such talk as this frequently. 
emanates from the thoughtless, flip- 
pant and the ignorant, who know lit- 
tle of what they say, but unfortunately 
itis not by any means confined to 
them. A short conversation with any 
experienced lawyer who is willing to 
talk confidentially, and not for publi- 
cation, will give a thoughtful person 
plenty of food for refiection, and al- 
most justify the pessimistic inquiry as 
to how long a nation can endure after 
it no longer has one law alike for all, 
whether rich or poor, powerful or 
weak. 

They do these things better across 
the water, as we recently had evidence 
in the case of a wealthy and promi- 
nent man who had hobnobbed with 
kings and princes. He had not com- 
mitted a murder, nor had he directly 
robbed a bank. He had simply dab- 
bled in what some of our big capital- 
ists are pleased to call the “higher 
finance.” Yet an English judge, after 
a jury trial, gave him the heaviest 
penalty allowed by the law, namely, 
imprisonment with hard labor for sev- 
eral years. Whereupon he killed him- 
self. If this man had been tried in 
the United States, possessing as he did 
the considerable remains of an im- 
mense fortune, does anyone for a mo- 
ment believe he would have received 
such a sentence, or even that he would 
have been found guilty at all until 
after a long and tedious succession cf 
appeals and new trials and other de- 
vices for delaying the descent of the 
sword of justice upon the criminal? A 
short time ago an Eastern judge sug- 
gested that no appeal should be al- 
lowed in criminal cases. As we said 
at the time, this suggestion appears 
to be well worthy of careful consider- 
ation. At present, the continuous suc- 
cession of processes by means of 
which a wealthy man may succeed in 
staving off justice tend to bring the 
law into discredit and contempt. 

Again we say that if that statement 
quoted at the opening of this article 
is true, then it is high time for patri- 
otic Californians to put on their think- 
ing caps—or perhaps, rather, their 
fighting clothes—and take immediate 
steps toward securing such reforms as 
will remove this dark stain from the 
escutcheon of the commonwealth.

FRENCH GATHERING. 


Started to ize Branch 
of the Alliance Francaice, 
for Study of French. 

The members of the French colony 
of Los Angeles turned out in force 
last night to hear one of their pfom- 
ment countrymen, M. Emile La- 
barthe,. an advocate of the Court of 
Appeals in Paris and a commissioner 
of the French government to the St. 
Louis World's Fair, lecture on “Japan, 
Ancient and Modern.” 

The programme was entirely in 
French, and those familiar with the 
language who did not attend the gath- 
ering in Blanchard Hall missed an elo- 
quent discourse. 

Although the subject announced for 
th evening dealt with the %distant 
Orient, the real purpose of the meet- 
ing Was one of direct local interest. 

The occasion was the in'tial effort to 
arouse sufficient public interest here 
in things French, more particularly 
among Americans, to warrant the es- 
tablishment of a branch of the Am- 
ance Francaise,” of Paris. This so- 
clety is subsidised by the French gov- 
ernment, and is devoted to the purpose 
of spreading an interest in the French 
language, history and literature 
throughout the world. The _ visiting 
French envoy is a representative of 
the home society, and M. Jacquard- 
Auciair, editor and proprietor of L 
Union Nouvelle,” of this city, has been 
appointed ifs ‘special delegate to found 
a branch in Los Angeles. 

With the aid of the French govern- 
ment, the parent society sends not 
French lecturers and men of lett 
to appear before the branch societies 
to spread a knowledge of French, and 
conversational gatherings in the mother 
tongue are also instituted by the 
branches of the Alllance Francaise. 

M. Labarthe, the speaker, made some 
opening remarks on the beauty of the 
French language and its value as an 
ald to the study of the world’s history, 
past and current. Before beginning 
his pretty discourse on Japan, he took 
pains to explain that, on account of 
hia official connection with his govern- 
ment, it would be impossible for ‘him 
to touch upon the Russo-Japanese war, 
or political events leading up to it. 

Th speaker, who just returned from 
an extended tour of the Orient, dealt 
principally with social, industrial and 
picturesque Japan, and the wonderful 
transition of the eastern empire from 
barbaric to civilized. He id a glow- 
ing tribute to the fascinating qualities 
of the Japanese woman—the unspoiled, 
coy Japanese maid, who, he ac- 
krowledged with regret, is giving way 
to a less naive, less poignant type be- 
fore the commonizing customs of wes- 
tern civilization. 

M. Labarthe, who is an accomplished 
elocutionist, also gave a selection from 
Victor Hugo which aroused vociferous 
applause. He struck a popular note 
in speaking of the traditional friend- 
ship between France and Ame 
which he characterized as a “tender- 
ness. 

The remainder of the programme was 
composed of plano solos by Joseph 
Ricard, Mile. Madeline Gutin and Mlle. 
Agnes Buissert, and two vocal solos in 
French by Mr. Dupuy.

Proceeding for Disbarment on the 
Ground that by Fraudulent Con- 
spiracy He Violated His Oath as 
an Attorney Heard Gefore Judge 
Conrey—Allowed Time to Answer. 


Attorney O. H. Jones cut a sorry fig- 
ure in Judge Conrey’s court yesterday. 
Me was there to anewer to the accus- 
ation of having been untrue to his 
oath as a sworn attorney-at-law, and 
officer of the court.

Mr. Jones is an old and feeble man 
crippled, indeed. The pity 
cf it! And yet the accusation alleged 
the most deliberate and grossest kind 
of fraudulent conepiracy. The cass 
came up yesterday, not on actual trial 
but on the sufficiency of the accusa- 
tion. 
The story has already been told at 
length, but briefly Mr. Jones was at- 
torney to the executors of the estate 
cf the late Phoebe V. Cairna and ia 
that position contrived to appropriate 
a large amount of money property be- 
nging to the heirs to the estate. The 
deceased had left the major part of 
her property to charity, and Jones 
was quick to Dealize that that portion 
of the will could not stand. The law 
of this State its against any such 
method of making bequests for charita- 
ble purposes. He communicated with 
the eighteen heirs in the Fast and told 
them that he could by picking a flaw 
in the will get more money for each 
of them than they otherwise would re- 
ceive, if they would empower him to 
act for them. The larger number did 
so, and then Jones went into court 
end had those provisions of the win 
referring to the charity bequests 
knocked out, and the court ordered that 
the estate be divided among the heirs, 
share and share alike.

mere idle fear. 

JAPS FORTIFY PING YANG.

THROOP INSTITUTE NEEDS EN- 
LARGED FACILITIES. 


— oe — — 
Trustees Hope for a New Science 
Building, a Modern Gymnasium 


and an Art Hall—Endowment Fund 
of Geedly Proportions Likely to be 
Raised. 


Throop Polytechnic Institute at Pas- 
adena is cherishing soaring ambitions. 
Not very long ago its buildings were 
fred from thraldom to an electric 
railroad that very promiscuously and 
noisily occupied a street directly im 
its front. Since the evacuation by 
the trolley the street has become 80 
quiet and orderly that plans for its 
conversion into a park-like thorough- 
fare have been revolving in the brains 
of the institute's trustees and faculty, 
in connection with larger schemes in 
the line of improvements. One of these 
latter is the erection, on the grounds 
structures, of 
The institute is 


opposite the present 
three new bulidings. 
so rapidly outgrowing its accommoda- 
tions that expansion has become a 
prime necessity, synonymous with self- 
preservation. Three years ago it was 
sought to alleviate the symptoms of 
overgrowth by erecting a $20,000 addi- 
tion to the East Hall. The remedy an- 
swered its purpose for a time, but the 
school is now bursting out of ite 
clothes again, and hence the projected 
enlargement. The management per- 
ceive that the plan of education that 
has made Throop so successful, and 
that has been so widely adopted in 
part by other schools, is bound to cre- 
ate de for a more extensive plant 
and for greater facilities in various de- 
partments. 

Just now the pressing need is for a 
new science bullding, where the insti- 
tutes fine museum could also de 
housed; a modern gymnasium, and aa 
art building. If this is considered too 
modest a statement of the school's 
requirements, a larger wood-working 
and forging building may be thrown in. 
When an enrollment of 620 students 
thus early in the school year can be 
recorded as an accomplished fact. it 
In time, in the estimation of the trus- 
tees of Throop, to look Into the future 
under a wide horizon. If the view re- 
veals an ever-increasin insistance 
among thoughtful people for an educa- 
tion of which manuel training i an 
essential factor, preparations to aug- 
ment the means for instruction of this 
kind cannot be too thorough.

The latest rumor is that the agency 
is going to establish its own auction 
room, ‘but that is denied. The rumor 
is persistent, hoyever, and members 
of the trade are to believe it 
because the agency done that eilse- 
where.
